the inquifition ſo impenetrable, that it is almoſt impoſſible ever to learn 
the truth, unleſs to him who hath the unhappineſs to be carried into her 


Priſon, and make the experience of them in his own Perſon : Or to 


yield under ſo great an Adverſity:. Moreover, it is necellary that he 
who hath been ſhut up in the horrible Solitudes of the Holy Office, 
ſhould. have taken care, during his impriſonment, diligently to obſerve 
what paſſed; and after his enlargement, hath the courage torelate with- 
out any fear, what himſelf hath learned and experienced. . 

Theſe are the reaſons that very few perſons truly know what paſlleth 
in that terrible Tribunal ;_ and as after the- obligation of rendring to God 
what we owe to him, there is no duty more preſſing than that of ſer- 
ving our Neighbour, and eſpecially the publick.. 1 thought my ſelf ob- 
liged to relate what I have ſuffered, and what I obſerved in the Priſons 
ef the Inquiſition at Gos ; adding to.it what I learned from cerdible per. 
ſons, . whom I knew familiarly during the time of my impriſonment, 


and after my enlargement. 


-fFdoubted'a long time whether I ought to publiſh this Relation, for 
it is. more than eight years ſince 1 returned into France, and it is more 
than four ſince this Relation was writ. I feared to'ſcandalize the Holy 
Office, and violate my Oath, and this fear was confirmed .in me by 
Pious, but timerous Perſons, who were of the ſame Opimon as my ſelf; 
but other perſons no leſs Pious, and who ſeemed to me more Rational, 
at laſt convinced me, that it concerned the Publick upon many accounts 
to know this Tribunal'well ; that-this Relation might be uſeful: even 
to the Miniſters of the Holy Office, if they knew how to profit by it ; 
and much more to thoſe who have a right to regulate the proceedings, 
and limit the juriſdiction of it; . And as for the Oath of Secrecy, ſo un- 
juſtly extorted, as that is which the Inquiſition extorteth under pain of 
burning ; the publick good ſufficiently difpenſeth- with it, for to ſet at 
kberty the Conſcience of him who took it, and conſequently puts him 
into a kind.of obligation to relatewhat he knoweth. 

Sec theReaſons which hindred me from publiſhing this:Relation before, 
and 'thoſe which now engage me to publiſh 

it-hath deprived-the Publick of an uſeful' knowledge; at leaft it will 
ſerve: to atſure me that I have precipiated nothing, and that the reſent- 
ment of thoſe ill treatments which | ſuffered, had no ſhare in this ac- 
count. In fine, what I here fay of the Inquifition of Goa, is to be un- 
derſtood of thoſe alſo of Portagal and Spain ; for although this laſt-be leſs

CHAP, IL 


The Apparent cauſes of my Impriſonment. 


Had ſtayed at Daman, a Town of the Exf-Indies poſſeſt by Portu- 
weze, for to refreſh my (elf a little from the fatigues which I had k. 
ſuftered in my Voyages, and that I might put my ſelf into a condition 
of continuing my Travels : But in the ſame place where I had RING 
to have found reſt, I found the beginning of much greater troubles, than 
all thoſe which I had hitherto experienced, The true cauſe of all the 
Per(ecutions which the Miniſters of the Inquiſition made me endure; was 
an ill-grounded jealouſic of the Governour of Daman. It is not hard to 
judge that this reaſon was.never alledged in my proceſs: Yet for to 
fatistie the paſſion of this Govergour they made uſe of divers pretexts ; 
and they found at laſt the means of ſeizing me, and removing me from 
the Indies, where perhaps otherwiſe | had paſſed the reſt of my days. 
It muſt be acknowledged, that altho theſe pretexts, of which they 
made uſe, were very weak for perſons inſtructed in the Faith, or in 
Law; they were nevertheleſs too ſufhcient for ſuch perſons as the Por- 
tugeze are, in reſpect of their prejudices and maxims. Infomuch as up- 
on this account I thought them my ſelf ſo plauſible, that 1 diſcovered 
not the true reaſons of my detainment, but in the ſequel of the affair. 
The firſt occaſion which I gave to my Enemics, to make uſe of the — | 
Inquiſition to deſtroy me, was a diſcourſe which I had with -an India®s | 
Monk, a Divine, of the Order .of St. Dommick. But before I proceed 
Z any farther, I muſt premiſe, that altho my manners have not always 
> been conformable to the Holineſs of that Religion wherein I was Bap- 
z tized, Ihave yet been always ſtrongly addicted to the Religion of my 
> Forefathers, I mean to that of the Cathokck, Apoſtolick and Roman 
« Church; and that Gad hath given to me.more affections to the inſtructi- 
+ ens which arereccived in it, than the greateſt part of Chriſtians ordi- 
| B 2 es narily 7 


narily have. Conſequently I have always taken pleaſure both to hear 
and read: - And-1 never read any thing with fo much diligence, as the 
Holy, Scriptures, as well: of the»Old, as of the New Teltament, 
which I commonly carry about with me. 1 had alfo taken care not to 


| be ignorant of the School Divinity, becauſe in long Travels there is a 


neceſſity of continual converſation with all ſorts of People; among 
whom may be found ſome of alt Religions and SeCts : And I freely dil- 
puted with ' Hereticks and Schiſmaticks, whom [ found in my way. { 
carried with me Books fit for this purpoſe, and among others,an Abridg- 
ment of Divinity, writ by Father Don Peter de St. Toſeph Feuillant ; and [ 
was ſufficiently inſtructed by diſcourſe, and reading, during my great 
leiſure at Sca, and ſtay which I made in divers places of the Indies. I 
thought my {elf then in a condition of converſing, or even difputing with 
profeſt Divines, and I fell very innocently into the Snare jn talking with 
this Monk. AE | 

I lodged with the Dowmicans, becauſe of thoſe earneſt deſires which 
they had made to me ;"and i lived with them with much kindneſs and 
familiarity. | had ſerved them alſo upon diverſe occaſions in acknowledg- 
meat of the honour whick they did me 1n defiring my company, and in 
return of the friendſhip which they teſtified to me. - We were ofttimes 
in diſpute, and that which'Fhad with the aforefaid Monk, was concern- 
mg the citects of Baptiſm : \\.e both agreed in the three ſpecies of Bap- 
tiſm, which the Catholick Church acknowledgeth, and it was only m 
way of. diſgourle, not for that I doubted of it, that I would deny the 
efjcct of that Bapujm, which they call:: Flammis; and for'to. maintain my 
opinzon, 1 alledged that. pallage, 'Whoſoever is not born again of Water 
and of the Holy Ghoſt, &&c. Nevertheleſs I hadiſcarce ended my diſcourſe 
but the good Father retired himſelf without anſwering one word, as if 
he had-ſome preſſing buſineſs, and went, according to all appearance, 
to inform againit me to the Commilſſary of the Holy Office. 1 afterwards 
diſcourſed. feveral. times with this ſame Monk, and as he teſtified-no 
coldneſs towards me, 1 was far from believing he had done to me (o bad 
an Office, : 

I was, oftentimes preſent in the Aſſemblies, where they carry about 
little Trunks, upon which is painted the Image of the Bleſſed V 'Tgin, Or 
that of ſome other Saint. _1 he Pertvgueze are wont to kiſs the-Image 
which is upon this Trunk ; and thoſe who have Devotion to theſe Con- 
iraternities, put their Alms into theſe Boxes. Here it is free to give any 


' thing or not; but none can omit kiſſing the Image without giving ſcan- 


Mal to the compauy. I was not then above 24 vears old, and 1 had not 
all the Prudence requiſite to a perſon who liveth among Strangers, to 
whoſe Cultoms it is fit to conform as much as may be ; and as 1 was not 


then 
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then uſed to theſe ſorts of Ceremonies, I refuſed ofttimes to take and kiſs 
theſe Boxes; from whence they raſhly inferred, that I contemned the 
Images, and conſequently that I was an Heretick. 

| was with a Portugueze Gentleman, on a time when he was about to 
let his ſick Son blood : I faw that this young man had in his Bed the 
Image of the H. Virgin made of Ivory ; as he loved this Image extreme- 
ty, he kiſſed it often, and addreſſed his ſpeech to it, This way of ho- 
nouring [mages is very ordinary among the Portugueze; and it created 
fome reluftance in me, becauſe in effect the Hereticks interpreting it ill, 
this hinders them as much as any thing from returning to the Church. 
I faid then to this young man, that if he did not take heed,- his Blood 
would fly upon the Image; and he anſwered me, That he could not 


find in his heart to lay it by ; TI repreſented to him that this would hin-

der the Operation : Then he reproached me that the French were Here- 
ticks, and that they adored not [mages : To which I anfwered, That I 
believed we ought to honour them, and that if it were permitted. to uſe 
the word Advre, yet this ought only to be in retp=ct of our Lord Jeſus. 
Chriſt : in which caſe alſo it were neceſſary, that this Adoration ſhould. 
be referred to Jeſis Chrift repreſented by theſe Images : and for this I 
cited the Councyl of Trent, 'Sefſion 25. It happencd about the ſame time. 
that one of my Neighbours coming to viſit me, and ſeeing a Crucitix 
upon my Pillow, faid tame, Monſieur, remember to cover this Image, 
if by chance you take any Woman into Bed to you, and to take heed of 
it, How 1s it, ſaid I, that you-imagine by this mean to hide your ſelf 
fiom the eyes of God ? Are you of the mind of, thoſe debauched,,Wo- 
men which are among you, who after they have ſhut their Chaplets- 
and Boxes of Reliques, believe they may without any crime abandon 
themſelves to all exceſs: Go Monſicur, have more noble thoughts of 
the Deity ; and think not that a little Linnen can hide ous ſins from the 
eyes of God, wno ſeeth even the ſecrets of our heart, Jn fine, what is 
this Crucifix, buta piece of Ivory ? We ſtopt there, and my. Neighbour. 
having withdrawn, acquitted himſelf very well of his pretended duty. in 
going to accuſe me to the Commillary of the Inquiſition, - For it is.to be 
known, that all perſons living in Countrys. ſybje& to the juriſdiction. of 
the Holy Office, are obliged under pain, of the greater Excommunica- 
tion, reſerved to the Grand Inquiſitor, to declare within the ſpace of 
thirty days, all which tkey have ſeen to be done, or, heard to. bs ſpoke,..

caule many people might ſlight this puniſhment, or daubt. whether they.

dren, by an indiſcreet Zeal, forget all the reſpect which God and Na. 


ture oblige them to bear to theſe who gave them life. 
The obſtinacy which I ſhewed in refuſing to wear a Chaplet about 


| my Neck, contributed no leſs to make them believe [ was an Heretick, 


than my refuſal to kiſs the Images ; but that which ſerved above all the 
reft as a motive to my impriſonment,and my condemnation, was, that be. 


/ing preſſed in company,where a diſcourle wasraiſed concerning the juſtice 
" of men, I ſaid that it much leſs deſerved that name, than the name of 


injuſtice ; that men judging not but according to appearances, which 
are too often deceitful, were ſubjelt to make very unequitable judg- 
ments ; and that God alone knowing things as they are, there is none 
but God who can truly be call'd juſt. One of thoſe before whom 1 ſpake, 
took me up, and told me, that generally ſpeakjng what I advance was 
True, that nevertheleſs there was this diſtinction to be made, that if true 
Juſtice were not to be found in France, they had this advantage above 
us, That among them might be found a Tribunal whoſe decrees were no 
leſs juſt, and no lefs infallible, than thofe of Jeſus Chriſt, I then un- 
derſtanding very well that he meant the Inquiſition,anſwered, Think you 
that the Inquiſitors are leſs men, and leſs ſubject to their paſſions than 
other Judges. Speak not to me ſo, anſwered this zealous defender of the 
Holy Office ; if the Inquiſitors ſitting upon the Tribunal are Infallible, 
it is *becauſe the Holy Ghoſt preſides over their deciſions, I could no 
longer bear a diſcourſe, which appeared ſo unreaſonable to me, and to 


prove to him by an example, that the Inquiſitors were nothing leſs than 


what he pretended, I related to him the Adventure of Father Ephraim de 
Nevers, Capuchin and Apoſtolick Miſſionary into the Indies, who as 
Monſieur de Ia Bouldy le Gou, relateth in the -Hiſtory of his Travels, was 
arreſted ty the Inquiſition purely out of envy, about ſeventeen years be- 
fore, where they had kept him, and very ill treated him for a long time; 
and I concluded, in telling him, that I made no doubt that this Monk was 
more Vertuous and Learned than thoſe who had kept him thus in Priſon, 
without fo much as permitting him to read his Breviary. 1 added, that 
1 eſteemed Frence happy in refuſing ever to admit this ſevere Tribunal, 
and I thought my ſelf ſo, in not being ſubject to its Juriſdiftion. This 
diſcourſe failed not to be exaQtly related to the Father Commiſſary ; and 
NG to what I have already ſaid, ſerved afterwards to make my 
Proceſs. 
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- deavoured to prove by Citations out of. the Scriptures and the Fathers. 
- That the people were in truth in ſome light Errours, - which paſſed for a 
, true Devotion, but that it was not for me to undertake to correct and-

apprehenſion of falling into the hands of the Holy Office made me'go 
to tind out the Commilſary, from whom I hoped for Counſel and Pro- 
tection, becauſe I had been recommended to him by Perſons, who de- 
ſerved that conſideration ſhould be had of them; and for that all the- 
time I had been at Daman, he hadalways affected to be accounted.one of 
my friends. I therefore fairly related to him how things had palled ; 
and praying him to inſtruct me in what manner I fhould behave my 
ſelf for the future, aſſuring him that as I had never any il] deſign, fo I 
was ready to amend my (elf, and even to -recant, if he ſhould judge that 
I had advanced any thing which was not convenient. This Father 


he was ſatished that my intention had not- beewill, and that there 
nothing in all which I had faid abſGlutely Criminal, that nevertheleſs he- 
adviſed me to accommodate my ſelfa little to the faſhion of the people,

which makes ic moiſt and unhealthy ; and it wanted but little that 
it was not overflowed ſome- years fince, by a hole which the Priſoners 
had made under the Wall, for to eſcape thereby. The Walls are very 
thick. The Priſon conſiſts in two large low Rooms, and one upperone. 


& Shoe Priſon of Daman is lower than the River, which is near to t, 


 'The Men arein the lower, the Women in the upper Room. Of the 


two lower Rooms, the greater is about 40 foot long, and 15 broad, 
and the other two thirds of this extenſiom. We were in this ſpace of 
ground about 40 Priſoners, and there was no other plaee to ſatisfic the 
ordinary neceſſities of nature but that. We made water in the middle 
of this Room; where the colleCtion of theſe waters made'a kind of Sea : 
and the Women had no better convenience in their ſtage, there being 
this only difference between them and us, that their waters ran-from 
their high room through the Planks into ours, where all thoſe different 
waters mixed together. For the other excrements, our only conveni- 
cnce.was a large Basket; which was ſcarce emptied above once a week ; 


whereby an 4nnumerable ſwarm .of Worms were bred, which covered 


the pavement, . and came even uporr our Beds. While I ſtaid in this 
Priſon, the care whictyt took to have it cleanſed; rendred it a little leſs 
horrible; but altho 1 often cauſed even -5o Pitchers of Urine to be caſt 
out in one day, yet the ſtink ceaſed not to be very great. x, 


_— | Scarce was I ſhut up in this fad dwelling, but making a ſerious re- 


flexion upon my unhappineſs, 1 eaſily diſcoyered the cauſe, and reſolved 
to forget nothing which right congibuteto my enlargement. My 
friends continually told me, That my belt and readieſt way to recover 
my liberty, was to confeſs voluntarily, and at large, what | thought 
had procure my ruin, Being willing then to make uſe of their advice, 
I writ to Gee tothe Grand Inquiſitor, -who is called in Portugueze, Inqui- 
Wngenioully declared to him in my Letter, all which 1 be- 
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lieved [ could have been accuſed of ; and deſired him to conſider, that 
if [ had failed, it was rather through levity and imprudence, than ma- 
* * lice. My Letter wasdelivered faithfully, but againſt my hope and 
' the deſire of my friends, , they returneg no anlwer to me, but ſuffered 
me to languiſh in this ſtinking and obſqure Priſon, in the company of 
diverſe Negroes; who, as well as I, were arreſted by Order of the 
H. Office. * . | 

The charitable care Which Dona Franciſca took of me all the time — 
that I ſtay'd Priſoner at Daman, rendred my Captivity a little more 
ſupportable. This generous Lady contented not her ſelf to: ſend me 
what was neceilary, but I received every day from her wherewith to 
nouriſh abundantly *and delicately four perſons. She her ſelf took the 
trouble of dreſſing my meat, and always ſent along With the Slave, who 
brougit the meat, ſome of her Grand-Children, who might ſee me re- 
ceive tt; fearing left any one ſhould ſuborn hex Domeſticks or the Jaylor 
to poiſon me. And altho ſhe could not come in perſon to comfort, me 
in the Priſon, ſhe took care that her Husband, her Children; and her 
Sons-in-Law ſhould come every day, | 

It was not ſo with the other Priſoners ; there is no regulated ſub- 
ſiſtance for them at Daman : the Magiſtrates leave them to the Charity 
of whoſoever have a mind to relieve them: And as there were in the 
whole Town but two perſons, who ſerit them Meat duly twice a Week; 
the greateſt part- of the Priſoners receiving- nothing ut other day?$, 
were reduced to (6 deplorable a miſery, that this oMiributed* not a 
little to-imagine mine the greater, I gave all that ] could ſpare from my 
own ſlb{MwHee; - yet there were ſome- of thoſe unhappy perſons, who 
were ſeparated from us but by a Wall; who were forced by hunger to 
+ live upon'their own Excrements. Upon this eccaſion 1 learned that ſome 
years \before about Fifty Malabar Pirates being taken and ſhut up ih this 
Room! the-hotrible Famine which they ſuffered, caſt more than forty of 
4 them intel @ defpair'that they ſtrangled themſelves with the Linnen 
- of ithelt; Farbants:* The extremity which thoſe poor people endured that 
were witf me; created much compaſſion in-me, which induced me to 
write to the Governour, - and toithe- Chief Men of the Town, who at- 
ter that-were '{o-,charitable as to ſend maintenance to theſe miſerable _

T H E Commiſſary had not found me a Criminal in that Confeſſion, 


| which 1 went to make to him of my own accord, as I before ſaid ; 
and although he had found me. a Criminal, yet ought 1 to remain free 
according to the Laws of the Inquiſition. But as this was not the inten- 
tion of the Governour and, the Black Frier, this Father violating all theſe 
Laws, had accuſed me as Dogmatizing Heretick; he might have ſent 
me to the*Inquiſitien of Goa immediately after my impriſonment and if 
hz had done ſo, I might have come out of Priſon. three months afi&r, at 


- the Ad of Faith, which was performed. in the December following, But 


this was not the intent of my Rivals, that I ſhould be fo ſoon at liberty, 
this is the. reaſon why the Commiſlary,far from removing meimmediate- 
ly from Daman, departed himſelf that he might. not receive my deſires 
and complaints, and went to.Goa as ſoon as he cauſed me to be arreſted, 


from whence he returned. not till after. the A# of Faith, that is to ſay, 


till the end, of December; and I know not whether he employed the four 
months which he made me paſs in the Ptiſon of Daman, in commending 


me to the Inquiſitor,as a Man very criminal, and very dangerous, whom 
it were neceſtary to remove from the Indes'; rather I have reaſon to ſul- 


pett it, by the rigour which they affeCted to uſe im my condemnation, 
which appeared ſo extraordinary even in Portage, The Cemmiſiary re- 
turned then the 2oth of December, with the little Fleet which goeth ordi- 
narily in this Seaſon from Goa to Cambais, for to ſerve as a Convoy to 


the Merchant Ships. This Father who had order to cauſe all. the Priſon- 
ers of the Inquiſition to be embarqued upon,the Galliots, warned me to- 


be ready to depart, when the Fleet ſhould return from Cambais. | 
Afonſieur Þ Able carre returning in the mean time from St. Zhomme,wwhere 
was Aeonſieur de Ia Haye, and paſling by Daman, having:with much diffi- 


culty obtained leave to ſee me, was fo kind as to viſit me in the Priſon. 
, Upon the, Ewe and the day of Chriftmas, which was that of-his departure 
to Surrat. I writ to the Commiſlary, and deſired him bydiyerſe perſons, 


that he would ſpeak with me ; but neither my Letters, ' nor the ſollicita- 
nons of thoſe who intereſſed themſelves for me could prevail with him-;

My generous Protectreſs underſtanding that I was to be removed to 
Goa, failed not to prepare proviſions for me, which might have ſuffered : 

At laſt, part of" 
the Fleet being returned from Cambaia, the Commillary ſent Irons and 
Chains for to put upon the feet of all thoſe who were to be carried-to 
' Goa: The Negrqes were chained two and two, except ſome which 

2 were ſo waſted withfamine endured in the Priſons, that they wereforced. - 
Z inembarquing them, to leave them the liberfy of their FEet, which yet 
of they were not in any condition to make ule of. . As for the Portugueze 
* and me, they did us the honour for to afford us ſeparate l[rong. The 
*” Commilſary had alſo the Civility to tell me, that he left rhe the choice

They put us aboard the 7th of the fame Month, 
and all the Fleet being met together, and ſufficiently provided with all 
things neceiſary, we weighed Anchors, and madesSail the next day.. 

T acre happencd nothing remarkableto us during the reſt of the Voyage.

Our Captain 
having immediately given advice to the Inquifitors, we landed the next

Aﬀter I had croſſed the Hall, I palſed in an Antichamver, and from 
: thenee to the place where my Judge was, This place, which is called 
by the Portugueze, Mela do Santo Officie, that is, the Table of the Holy Of-

..* Was Within a Rail the Grand Inquiſitor of the Indies, called Franciſco Det . 
: Gudoe Mates, a Secular Prieſt, about 40 years old ; becaule of the two . 
Inquiffors which are ordinarily at Goa,: the Second, which is always a : 
AF Religious of the Order of St, Dominick, was gone a little before into 
Pox tugal, ard that none had been yet named to ſupply his place. _ 
# As toon as] was entred into the Chamber of Audience, I caſt my ſclt. 
$ at the feet of my Judge, imaging to mollifie him by this humble po- 
7 ſture: But he would not ſuffer me to continue in that poſture, com-. * 
4 mandipg.me to ariſe. "Then having asked my Name, and my Cry 
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he enquired whether 1 knew for what reaſon I had been arreſted, and 
adviſed me to declare it at larges, ſince this was the only means to reco. % 
ver my liberty ſpeedily. Aﬀter I had ſatisfied his two ficſt queſtions, 1 2 
told him 1 believed I knew the reaſon of my detention.; and that if he } 
would have the goodneſs to hear me, I would accuſe my ſelf upon the Z 
jpot, I mixed my tears with my prayers, and once more proltrated | 


my felf at his feet : But my Judge, without being moved, told me it X 


ſignified nothing ; that he had then more important buſineſs to handle 3 


than mine was ; and that he' would cauſe me to be advertyſed when he 
ſhould reſume my fair : and ſo immediately ringing a little Bell of Sil. 
yer which was before him, he made uſe of it to call the Akaide,or Jaylor, 
of the Holy Office, who centred into the Chamber, from whence he led 
=_ and carried me into a long Gallery.not far off, whither the Secreta-

- upon my finger, without leaving me any thing except my Chaplet and 
my Handkerchief, and ſome pieces of Gold which I had ſowed up in 
one of my Garters, which they forgot: to ſearch. Of all the reſt they 
imfnediately made a pretty exact Inventory, which afterwards was 
wholly unuſeful to me ;' for all that was valuablewas never reſtored to 
me, although at that time the Secretary had aſſured me, that at my en- 
largement all ſhould be faithfully returned into my hands : and the In- 
quiſitor himſelf had after that ofttimes reiterated the ſame promiſe. 
-— This Iiventory being finiſhed, the Alcaide took me by the hand, and 
led me bare-headed into a little Cell of ten foot ſquare, where | was ſhut 
up all alone, without iight of any one, till the evening, whenthev brought 
me my Supper. As I had eaten nothing either this or the foregoing 
"day, | received very gladly what they gave to me ; and this contributed 
to give me a little reſt the foyowing night. When they came the next 
day to give me wherewith to break my faſt, I asked for my Books and 
my Combs; but I ſoon underſtood that they gaye the firſt to no body, 
not even theBreviary to Prieſts ; and that the ſecond were no longer 
neceſlary to me, my hair being immediately cut off ; which is done to 
all the Priſoners of what condition or ſex ſoever, the firſt day that*they 
enter into theſe 'Holy Priſons, ar on' the morrow at the lateſt, 
I muſt here for ſome time interrupt the account of what particularly 


reſpects my ſelf, to deſcribe ſuccinttly this Houſe, with the Ocders and 
Formalitics that are obſerved in it,

in my preſence ;-they ſearched me alid narrowly, and took from me 7}

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CHAP..1IX 
Deſcription of the Inquiſition of Goa. 
HE Hout of the Inquiſition, which the Portugueze called Santa Caſa, 


-that js, the Holy Houle, is ſcituated on one ſide of the great ſpace 
which is before the Cathedral Church Dedicated to St. Catherine. This 


' Houſe is great and magnificent, having in its front 3 Gates, that in the 


middle is larger than the other, and it is by this that they aſcend into 
the great <tair-caſ- which leadleth into the Hall before menticned. The 
Gates on the ſides leadto the apartments of the Inquiſitors, of which eve-- 
ry one is large enough to lodge a realonable train, There is within it 
diverle other apartments for the Officers of the Houſe ; and in paſling 
farther, may be ſeen a large Building divided into diverſe Lodgings, in 
two Stories, ſeparated the one frotn the other by Back-conrts. There 


1s in every Stage a Gallery, one ten foot ſquare; and the number of 


theſe Chambers may be in all two hundred. 

"The liitle Cells of one of theſe Dornftories are dark, without any 
Window, lower ad leſſer than the others:; and they ſhew'd me them one 
day, when I complained that | was treated with too much rigour, to let 
me know that I might have been worſe provided than | was, The 
others are ſquare, vaulted, whited, private, and enlightned by means 
of a little grate Window, which {hutteth not ; and to which the talleſt 
man cannot ,reach, The Walls are throughout 5 foot thick; every 
Chamber is ſhut with two doors, the one on the inlide, and the other on 
the outſide of the Wall; that within conſiſts of two folding leaves, is 
ſtrong, well bolted, and opened from the lower part like a grate. It 
hath in. the upper part a,iittle Window, by which the Pritoners receive 


their Meat, their Linnen, and other things whereof they have need, and 


which can. paſs through it, This Window hath a little ſhutter to it, 
whici is ſhut with two ſtrong bolts. 'I he door which is on the outſide 
of the Wall, is not ſo ſtrong nor {© thick as the other, but is whole, ard 
without any Window; they leave that ordinarily open from fix in the 
morning to eleven, that the Wind may enter in by the Cleits of the 
other door, and ſo the air of the Chamber may be purified, 
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CHAP, X 


In what manner the Priſoners of the Inquiſition are treated. 


I” give to every one of thoſe, whom their unhapineſs leads into 


theſe Holy Prifons, an Earthen Pot full of Water to waſh them- 
ſelves; another more convenient of thoſe which are called Gzryuleta, 
alſo full of: Water-to drink, with a Pucaro or Cup made of a kind of 
fine earth, which is commonly found in the Indies, and which cooleth the 
Water admirably well, after it hath ſtood in it for fome while; They 
give them allo a Broom to keep their Chamber clean ; a Matt to ſpread 
upon the-floor where they lye; a great Baſon which is changed every 
four days, and a pot to cover it ; which ſerveth alſo to put the filth in 
which is (wept up. The Priſoners are there pretty well treated, they 
have three Meecals in a day, that is, Breakfaſt at ſix a Clock of the morn- 
ing, Dinner at ten, and Supper at four a Clock in the evening. The 
breakfaſt of the Negroes is orginarily Cange, which is Water thickned 
with Rice. For their other Meals they always make uſe of Rice and 
Fiſh. The Whites or Europeans are better treated. "They carry to them 
in the morning a little ſoft bread, weighing about 3 Ounces, with fried 
Fiſh, Fruits, and a Sauſage, if it be Sunday, and ſometimes alſo upon 
Thurſday. "Yhey gave them alſo fleſh to dinner on theſe two days, with 
a little bread as in the morning ; a Plate of Rice with ſome Rageut, and 
much {wace, to mingle with the Rice which is boiled only with Water 


and Salt. On all other days they have nothing to Dinner but.Fiſh, for 
Supper they bring to them in like manner Bread, fried” Fiſh, a Plate of 


Rice and a Ragout of Fiſh or of Eggs, whoſe ſwace my be caten with 
the Rice. As tor flefh thy never make uſe of it to Supper, not even 
upon Eafterday. | think that this way of life is not obſerved ſo muchout 
of ſparingneſs; ft{tr þcing a very good, commodity in the Indies, as for 
to mortifie the more thoſe who have incurred the greater Excommuni- 
cation, and to preſerve them, at the ſame time, from that cruel diſeaſe 
which the dies call Meordechi, which is nothing elſe but indigeſtion, a 
diſeaſe very frequent and dangerous in theſe Climates ; and above alt; in 
a place where no exerciſe is performed. 
They take care to give the ſick Perſons all things neceſſary for them. 
The Phylicians and Chirurgions fail not to viſit them at all requiſite 
times; and if the 1ckneſs grows dangerous, they aſſign Confeſlors to 
them: But they adminiſter to none within this Holy Houſe, either the 
Euchariſt, or. Extreme Union. As alſo they never hear Maſs there.

Thoſe who die within theſe Priſons, are buried in the houſe without 
any ceremony, And if they are judged worthy of death according to 
the maxims of this Tribunal, they are digged up, and their bones are 
kept to be burnt at the next A of Fainh, 1 will relate in another place 
the particularities of this Ceremony, | 

As it is always very hot in the Indies, and in the Inquiſition no Books -- 
are allowed to any perſon, the Prifoners never ſee any fire, nor other 
light than that of the day. There IS in every Cell two Couches to lye 
upon, becauſe when neceſſity requireth it, they ſhut up two perſons 
together. Beſides the Matt which is given to every one, the White Men 
have moreover a Coverlet, which ſerveth inſtead of a Matt, there be- 
ing no need of it to cover themſelves, unleſs it be to avoid the perſecu- 
tion of thoſe Flies, which are called Coxſins, and are there in very 
great numbers, and which cauſe one of the greateſt inconveniencies, 
that is to be found in this melancholy retirement,

TH AP. XL 
Wherein is treated of the Officers of the Inquiſition. 


Here 1s at Goa two Inquiſitors The firſt whom they call 1nquifi- 

dor mor, or the great Inquiſitor, is always a Secular Prieſt, and 

the ſecond a Religious, of the Order of St. Dominick. The Holy Office 

hath alſo Officers, whom they call Deputies of the Holy Office; theſe are 

in greater number. There is of all Religious orders: They aſſiſt at 

the Trial of the accuſed perſons, at their examination and forming of 

their Proceſs ; but they never come into the Tribunal without being 
ſent for by the Inquiſitor. 

There are others, whom they call Calficadores of the Holy Office ; to 
whom they aſſign the care of examining in Books, the propoſitions 
which they ſuſpect to be contrary to the puriry of Faith. And theſe 
afſiſt not at the Trials, nor come to the Tribunals, but only their ree 
port concerning the things which are committed to their charge. 

There is moreover a Promotor, a Procurator, and Advocates for the 
Priſoners who deſire them, who ſerve not/ſo much to defend them, as 
to pump out their moſt ſecret thoughts, and to betray them : And even 
although there ſhould be no reaſon to doubt of their fidelity, their pro- 
teftion would yet be wholly unuſeful to the accuſed perſons, ſince thoſe 
Advocates never ſpeak to them but in the preſence of the Judges, or of 
perſons whom they ſend to give an account of theſe Conterences. AD 
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Inquiſition hath other Officers, whom they call Familiars-of the Holy Of- 
fice, - who are properly the Sergeants of this Tribunal. Perſons of all 
conditions are ambitious to be ailmitted into this noble function, altho 
they be Dukes or Princes, They &mploy them to go and arrclt accuſed 
perſons ; al they are wont ordinarily to ſend a Familiar of Quality for 
hirh whom they would apprehend. "Theſe Officers have no wages, and 
they eſteem it ſufficient recompence to have the honour to ſerve {o holy 
a"Tribunal. They carry always as a mark- of Honour, a Medal of 
Gold, upon which are engraved the Arms of the Holy Ofhce, I'hey 
go alone when they intend to arreſt any one ; and as ſoonas they have 
declared to any perion that they are called by the Inquiſitors, every 
one is obliged to follow them without replying; for if any ſhould 
in the leaſt reſiſt, the whole multitude of p:ople would not fail to lend 
their aſſiſtance for the execution of the Orders of the Holy Office. Re- 
fides all theſe Officers, there are alſo Secretaries, true Sergeants, whom 
they call Meirinbes, an Alcaide or Jaylor, and guards to watch over the 
Pritoners, and bring them their meat, with other things cecellary. 
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In what manner the Officers of Inquiſition behave themſelves to« 
wards the Priſoners, 


S All the Priſoners are ſeperated, and that it ſeldom happens that 
two are put together, four perfons are more than ſufficient to guard 
two hundred. They cauſe @ perpetual ſilence to be in the Inquiſition ; 
«and thoſe who would lament themſelves, weep, or even pray to God 
too loud, put themſelves .in danger of receiving blows, with a Switch, 
from the Guards; who at the ſeaſ noiſe whic\ they kear, run to the 
place whence it cometh to give them notice to be ſilent ; and if Obedi- 
ence be wanting to the ſecond command, they open the Doors, and 
beat the Priſoners without mercy ; which ſerveth not only to correct 
thoſe which they chaſtize in this manner, but alſo to terrific the reſt, 
who all hear the cries-and the blows, by reaſon of the profound filence 
which is obſerved every where. The Alcaide and the Guards are con- 
tinually in the Galleries, and theylye there all night. 


| -— The Inquiſitor, accompanied with a Secretary and an Interpreter, 


viſiteth all the Prifoners from two to two months, or thereabauts, for to 
ask them if they want any thing; whether their Meat be brought to 
them at the preſcribed hours, and whether they have not any complaints 

| to 


o make againſt the Officers which are about them. As ſoon as anſwer ' 
s made upon thele'3 Articles they irmmediately ſhut the-door. .: In truthy 
heſe Viſits are made only to ſet forth that Juſtice and Goodneſs whereof 
hey make Oſtentation in this Tribunal, but produce not the leaſt profit 
vr aſſiſtance to the 'Prifoners who make their Complaints, ſince they are 
ot at all ' the more kindly treated. 'Thoſe among the Priſoners who 
FE polleſs any proper Goods, 'are no whit better treated than thoſe:” who 
2 Fave none; and they furniſh to the laſt neceſfaries from what is confifca- 


ted from the others. For the Holy Office very ſeldom fails to confiſcate 
Fall the Goods, moveable and immoyeable, of thoſe who have the misfor. 
= tune to fall into their hands. =

CHAP. XIll. 


Of the Formalities which are obſerved in the Tuquiſition. 


ow \ \ FT Hen any perſon is brought before the Inquiſition, they firſt of a'l 
ask him his Name, his Profeſſion, or his Quality ;* then they ex- 
Hort him to give an exa& account of all his Gdods ; and to induce him 
-: the more eaſily to it, they ſignifie to him on the part of Jeius Chriſt, 
, +; that if he be innocent, all which he ſhall have declared to be his, ſhall be 
# faithfully reſtored to him ; and that on the contrary, even although his 
© 1nnocence fhould be clearly proved, all which could be afterwards di(- 
'8 covercd to belong to him, which he had not acknowledged, ſhould re- 
# main confiſcated, arid be loſt to him. And becauſe almoſt all perſons 
2 are prepoſleiſed with an Opinion ef the Holineſs and Integrity of this 
774 Tribunal; a perſon to whom his own Conſcience reproacheth not any 
:# Crime, , not doubting but that his innocence will be demonſtrated, and 
that conſequently his liberty will be reſtored to him, maketh no ſcruple 
q torevcal to theſe Inquiſitors whatſoever is moſt ſecret, and of greateſt 
..} importance, within his Aﬀairs and whole Family. 8 
* .Itis not without ſome apparent reaſon that the Publick is prepoſleſſed-. 
in favour of this Tribunal ; for to confider only the external part of it, bs 
;> there is no Judicature in the World wherein Juſtice is exerciſed with 
F greater Sweetneſs and Charity, Thoſe who accuſe themſelves of their 
z own accord, and who teſtifie their Repentance before they are appre- 
33 hended, remain free;' and are not liable to be Impriſoned ; it is true, that 
2 they there look upon ſuch as Criminals, who accuſe not themſelves be-. 
fore their Impriſonment, and that they condemn them as ſuch: But they: 
never puniſh any perion with any temporal puniſhment which po

eth to Death, except thoſe who are manifeſtly Convitted. They are 
not contented there with two or three Witneſſes, as in other Laick Judi. 
catures, for to look upon an accuſed perſon as a Convicted Criminal ; 
and although two Witneſſes ſuffice to decree the apprehenſion of any 
man, it is required that there be, at leaſt, ſeven to condemn him, How 
enormous ſoever the Crime be, whereof the accuſed perſon is a reputcd 
Convict, the Holy Office contents it {elf with the Eccleſiaſtical puniſh. 
ment of Excommunication, and the Confiſcation of his Goods. And in 
reſpect of Temporal and Corporal puniſhments, for which the Criminal 


s owing to the Laick Juſtice, if he acknowledgeth his-Crime, he is quit. | 


ted for that time : The Holy Office intercedes for him, ſuſpends the Se. 
cular Arm, and obtaineth pardon for the Criminal. Neither are there 
any exhortations, or inſtances, which they will not make to produce this 
acknowledgment ; it is true, that if he relapſeth into his Crime, the 
Inquiſition cannot any longer fave him, but ſhe abandons him unwil- 
lingly, and delivers him not to the Secular Arm, till after ſhe hath ob. 
tained of the Lay Judges, that if they perſiſt in their reſolutions of pu 


niſhing the relapſed Criminal with Death, .it ſhall be, at leaſt, without 
effuſion of blood : What gentleneſs is this ? 


But after having ſaid @ll which can be alledged in favour of the Holy | 


Office, we muſt add ſome Circumſtances, which will manifeſt what is 
to be expeCted from this apparant goodneſs and charity, The Witneſles 
are never confronted. They receive for Witneſſes all ſorts of perſons, 
even thoſe who are 4ntereſſed in the life and condemnation of the accuſed 
perſon. "They never admit any objeCtion to be made by the accuſed, 
againſt Witneſſes the moſt notoriouſly unworthy of being heard, and 
"moſt uncapable of depoſing againſt him. The number of theſe Wit- 
neſles is ofttimes reduced to five; they comprehend in the number of 


theſe Witneſſes the pretended Complices, who depoſe only in time of | 


torture, and 'who can fave their lives no otherwiſe than by confeſli-g 


that which they never did. And in this number of ſeven, the pretended ; 


guilty perſon is comprehended, who confeſſing in torture the Crime 


which he never committed, is reputed a Witneſs againſt himſelf. Ot- | 


tentimes, alſo, this number of ſeven is reduced to none, becauſe it is 
compoſed only of pretended Complices, who are truly innocent of the 


Crime which they impoſe upon them ; and whom the Inquiſition renders | 
truly Criminal, in forcing them either by threats of fire, or by torture, - | 


to accuſe the innocent, to fave their own lives, For to underſtand well 
this Myſtery, we are to know, that among the ruines which the Inqui- 
fitton hath right to take cognizance of, there are ſome which may be 
committed in that manner, that one alone is guilty, as Blaſphemy, Im- 
a Pity, &c. There are others which cennot be committed without ha- 


ving

ving at. leaſt one Complice,” as Sodomy. And laftly, there are others 
which cannot be committed without having diverſe Complices ;- as to 
have aſſiſted at the Fewiſh Sabbath, or to have partaken in thoſe Super- 
ſtitious Aſſemblies, which the Converted l[dolaters have ſo much difh- 
culty to quit, and which they treat as Magick and Sorcery ; becauſe 
they are held t9 diſcover ſecret things, or for to know future Events, by: 
methods which do not naturally lead to ſuch knowledge. 

It is particularly in reſpect, and upon occaſion of theſe Crimes, which 
cannot be committed but with one or more Complices, that the pro- 
ceedings of the Holy Office are more ſtrange, and more extraordinary, 
The Jews having been driven out of Spain, by Ferdinand King of Arragon; 
and Tabelle Queen of Caſtile, his Wife, they fled ito Portugal, where 
they were received upon condition of embracing Chriſtianity, which they 
did, at leaſt in appearance. But as the name of Few is odious throughout 
the whote World, they always. diſtinguiſhed the Chriſtian Families from - 
the Families of the converted Jews; and they at this day call thoſe who 
are deſcended- from them, in any degree whatſoever, Chriftams nowos, 
thatis to ſay, New Chriſtians, And becaule in proceis oftim2, ſome have 
contracted alliance with the Ancient Chriſtians, they upbraid it conti= 
nually to their Succeſſors, that they are partly New Chrift;ans, which the 
Portugueze expreſs, by ſaying, tem parte de Chriftam novo. lnſomuch, 
that although their Grandfathers, or Great Grandfathers were Chriſti- 
ans, theſe unhappy perſons ſhall never be able to obtain admiſſion into 
the number of Chriſtams Velhos, or Ancient Chriſtians. And as the Fa- 
milies, which are deſcended thus directly, or in part from theſe Fews, 
are diſtindtly known in Portugal, where they make the object of the ha- 
tred and: horrour of others; they are forced to unite themſelves more 
ſtrictly together, to render to each other that mutual aſſiſtance which 
they cannat hape for from others. And it is this very union which aug- 
menteth the contempt and hatred of them; and which is the ordinary 
cauſe of their misfortunes.

NOR to illuſtrate this matter well, I will ſuppoſe that.a new Chriti-

ty Office; and that he is accuſed not only by ſeven Witneſſes, but by 
fftv, if you will. This man Who is alfured of his own innocence, 
which he hopeth will be undoubtedly acknowledged, maketh no (cruple 
to give to his Judge an exact declaration of all his Goods, which he he. 
lieveth will be faithfully reſtored to him. Nevertheleſs theſe Genthez 
men no. ſooner get them into their Hands, but they ſell them publickly, | 
as being well aflured that they ſhall never reſtore any thing. 
- - Some months being paſſed, this Man is called to Audience, for to ask | 
him, if he knows why he is put in Priſon ; to which he fails not to an- 
- {\wer, that he knoweth no reaſon : He is then exhorted to conſider ſe. 
riouſly, and to tell them; ſince this is the only means ſpeedily to re- 
cover his Liberty ; after which he is remitted to his Lodgings. He is 
again brought to Audience ſome time after, and is asked diver(e times 
in the fame manner, without drawing any other anſwer from him. But 
at laſt the time of the Lauto Dafe approaching, the Promator preſents 
himſelf, and declares to him, thar he 1s accuſed by a good number of un- 
exceptionable Witneſſes to have Judaized 3. which confiſteth in obſerving 
the. Ceremonics of the Moſaick Law, as. not to cat, Swines Fleſh, aun 
Hare, or. Fiſh without Scales;' to havealſembled with others, and ſo- 
Jemnized the Sabkath day : to have caten the Paſchal Lamb, and 1o 'in 
the reſt. He is then corured by the Bowels of the Mercy of our Lord 
Jeſus Chriſt, (for theſe are the proper terms which they aiteCt to uſe in 
this Holy. Houſe) voluntarily to'confeſs his Crimes, fance this 1s, the on- 
ly means which remain for him'to-tavehis. Life :.and thatthe Holy-Othce 
ſeeketh all poſſible:means not to futict him to-deſtfoy himſelf. . "(his in- 
-nocent Man perfiſteth in denying what is:charged on. him, and hereup- 
'on he is condemned as a Negateve Cornwicted Pertoa, (that is' to iay, one | 
who 1s convicted bur will not confeſs his Crime). to be delivered up to 
-the Secular Arm, to be punithed according; to the Laws, that is, for to 
be burnt. | E2-fjo 5-3 | 
Yet they never diſcontinue to exhort him to accuſe himſelf, and pra- 
videa that he do it before the Eve of his being led forth to Ex-cuiion, 
" he 'may yet avoid death. But if he prrfiſt to proteit nis innocence, 
maugre all Exhortations. Sollicitations, and even Torture it {elf, which 
are uſed to oblige him to accuſe himſelf; at faſt they ſignifi to him the 
Decree of his Execution on the Friday, which immediately precedeth the 
Sunday of his being carried forth. This fignitication is made in preſeucc 
of a Serjeant of the Secular Juſtice, who caſteth a Cord upon the Hands 
of the pretended Guilty Perſon, in token that he taketh pollefiion of 
him, after that the Fccleſiaftical Juſtice hath abandoned him ; after tha: 
| a Confeſlor is brought in, who never leaveth the condemned Perſon <i- 
ther Night or Day : wht.never ccaſeth to'preſs him patticularly, aud 
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exhort him to confeſs that whereof he is accuſed, that he may thereby ' 
fave his Life. An innocent Man muft needs then find himſeltin a great 
perplexity. If he continueth to deny till Sunday, he is cruelly put to 
death the ſame day ; and if he accuſeth him*lf, he becometh infamous 
and miſerable for his whole Life. Nevertheleſs, if the Exhortations of 
his Confellor, and the fear of the puniſhment, induce him to confets 
- Crimes which he never committed, he muſt defire to be carried to Audi- 
ence, which fails not to be immediately granted, Being there in pre- 
ſence of his Judges, he muſt firſt declare himſelf Guilty, and then as 
pardon as well tor his Crimes, as. his Obſtinacy, in retuſing ſo long to 
confeſs them. And as they always imagine, they have reaſon to believe 
they accule themſelves ſincerely, they oblige him to relate all his faults 
and errours particularly : And fo this innocent man, to whom they 
have already lignified the depoſitions of his enemies, not being able to 
perform what is required of him, is forced-to repeat that, which he had 
before heard told to him. This man may then, perhaps, imagine that he 
ſhall be wholly quitted ; but there remam things to be done by him in- 
comparably more difficult than all which he hath hitherto done ; for the 
Inquiſitors fail not to ſpeak to him very near, in this manner. If you 
have been at the Aſſemblies upon the Sabbath day, as you ſay ; and that 
your accuiers have been there preſent, as is very probable; for to con- 
vince us of the fincerity of your repentance, it is: neceſſary that you 
nam? not only thoſe who have accuſed you, but. moreover alt thoſe 
who have been with you at theſe Afﬀemblies. 

[t is not eafje to diſcover the reaſon which induced Meſſizurs of the 
Holy Office, to oblige theſe pretended Fews to gueſs the Witneſles 
which have accuſed them ; unleſs it be that the Witneſſes of atlembling 
in the Sabbath are complices of the fat. But how ſhall this poor inno + 
cent be.able to gueſs? And if he ſhould be guilty, for what eng is it that 
he muſt name them to the Holy Office, which alreadv knows them, 
ſince ſhe hath received their depoſition, and that it is only upon account 
of this depoſition that the thus treatetn the accuſed perion as guilty? In 
all other caſes they permit not that the Criminals ſhall know their Wit-= 
neſles, againit whom they would have objections to alledge; here they 
force them to gueſs who they are. They are Comp:.ices, I grant it, 
but the Inquiſition will not a bit the better know: them after the accuſed 
perſon ſhall have named them. If they accuſe themelves voluntarily, 
the Inquiſition hath no more to ſay to them. If they have been forced 
to confeſs their crimes in the Priſons of the Inquiſition, they are there , 
ſtill where they were before; and it concerns not the Holy Othce to 
make'the. accuſed perſon gueſs their names ; himſelf will not become 
thereby- the more innocent, - nor they the leſs guilty. "The accuſed

bn .and the witneſſes :are equally in the power: of. the penny 
what is then the Deſign and -lntergit of theſe Judges ?., Unleſs it be to 
cauſe that this man ſhould accale all his Complices in ſeeking to gueſs 
out his Wittnefſes. This may ſerve for ſomewhat if he be truly guilty, 
but if he be not, this neceſſity of gueſſing cannot but involve the Inno. 
cents;. and fo it happens, for this poor new Chriſtian being forced to 
name people whom he knows not, to the Inquiſition, who knows them 
(ſince without that, the confeſſion of a crime, whereof ne is innocent, 
would nothing avail him, to ſave him from the fire.) Reaſons very near 
thus, It mult necellarily be, that thoſe who haye accuſed me, ſhould 
be of my kindred, of my friends, of my neighbours; and laltly, ſome 
of the new Chriſtians, whoſe company | have wont to frequent : For 
the ancient Chriſtians are never almoſt accuſed or tuſpected of Judaiſm, 
Andit may be thatitheſe perſons have been'reduced to the ſame condi- 
tion wherein 1 am at preſent ; it is neceſſary therefore that I accuſe all 
roundabout me: andas it is not impoſſible that he ſhould gueſs punctually, 
and in order, thoſe who have depoſed againſt him, to find out the fix 
or ſeven perſons who have accuſed him, he is neceſſarily obliged to 
name a great number of innocent perſons who had never thought of him ; 
againſt whom, . nevertheleſs, himſelf becomes a Witneſs by his declarati- 
on, which is ofttimes ſufficient to cauſe them to be arreſted, and keep 
them in the Priſons of the Holy Office, till with time they can get ſeven 
Witneſſes againſt. them, as againſt him, whom 1 have already ſuppoſed : 
which will be ſufficient to cauſe them to be condemned to the fire. 


C H AP. XV. 


IVherein is farther treated of the Formalities which are obſerved 
in the Inquiſition.

T is ealie to know by what hath been already faid in the precedent 
Chapter, that theſe miſerable Victims of the Inquiſition mutually 
accuſe one another ; and that a man may by this means be very 1nn0- 
cent, although he hath fifty Witneſſes againſt him, and yet this man as 
innocent as he 1s, for-want of accuſing himſelf; or of gueſſing well, .is de- 
hvered to-the Executioners as ſufficiently convicted; which would never 
happen, or at leaſt very ſeldom, if they took care to confront the accu-

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come ſuſpected of Sorcery ; becauſe they are ſuppoſed to have been pre- 
ſent at thoſe ſuperſtitious aſſemblies which I before mentioned. And 
here the difficulty of naming their pretended' complices and accuſes is 
much greater, becauſe they are not as the New Chriſtians, to ſeek their 
witnelies, and their complices, in a certain ſpecies of men. Fut it is ne- 
cellary that they find thrm at a venture, and indifferently, among their 
whole acquaitance, friends, kindred, enemies, neuters of all profeſſi- 
ons, which takes in many more innocents into theſe fortuicous and for- 
ccd accuſations ; becauſe they muit name a greater number, ſo to meet 
in this. multitude of innocents with the witnelles, concerning whom they 
are asked. 

The Goods both of thoſe who are puniſhed with Death, and of thoſe 
who avoid it by their confeſſion, are equally confiſcated ; becauſe they 
are reputed guilty. And as the Inquititors deſire not ſo much their 
Lives as their Goods, and that according to the Laws of the Tribunal, 
they deliver none over to the Secular Arm but relapſed perſons, and 
thoſe who will not ſubſcribe to their Accuſations ; theſe Judges uſe all 
poſſible Arts to induce the Priſoners to confeſs, not forgetting to rack 
them, to force them to it. They are alſo ſo merciſul as to Rack theſe 
accuſed perſons in a moſt violent manner, for to'fave their Lives in for- 
cing them to confeſs the Crimes whereof they are accuſed ; but the true 
reaſon which makes them ſo paſlionately defire that one ſhould accuſe 
himſelf, is that a man having confelled himſelf guilty, the World hath 
no longer any reaſon to doubt that his Goods were juſtly confiſcated. 
And becauſe remitting the puniſhment of Death to theſe pretended Cri- 
minals, they dazlethe eyes of the Simple with an apparant Goodneſs and 
Juſtice, which contributes, not a little, to preſerve the Idea commonly 
entertained of the holineſs and gentleneſs of this Tribunal ; without 
which Artifice, it could not-any long time ſubſiſt. It will not be amiſs — 
here to let the Reader know, that thoſe who have thus' eſcaped the fire 
by their forced Confeſſion, when they are out of the Priſon of the Holy 

Office, are ftridtly obliged to publiſh that they were treated with much 
goodneſs and clemency, ſince their life was preſerved to. them, which 
they had juſtly forfeited. For if a man who having confeſſed himſelt 
guilty, ſhould afterwards preſume to juſtifie himlelf after. his enlarge- 
ment, he would be immediately acculed, arreſted, ang burne at the firit 
AZ of Faith, without any hope of pardon. | | 
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CHAP. XVI. 


Other kinds of Injuſtice which ate ordinarily committed in tht>-{y- 
quifition. 


FF Chriſtians are often put to death falſly accuſed, and flenderly con- 
victed of having Judaized ; as the Judges of the Holy Office would 
themſelves ſoon acknowledge, if they would take the pains to examine 
the matter without prejudice, and conſider, that among an hurdred 
Perions condemned to the Fire, as Fews, there are ſcarce found four 
"who profeſs this Law at their death, the reſt crying out and proteſting 
fo their laſt breath, that they are Chriſtians, that they have been (ſo all 
their Lives, that they adore Jeſus Chriſt as their ouly- and true God, and 
that it is wholly upon his Mercies and the Merits of his adorable Blood 
that they found all their hopes. But the cries and declarations of theſe 
unhappy Perſons, if we may fo call them, who ſuftcr for not acknow- 
tedging a Lye, cannot in the Jeaſt move theſe Gentlemen, who imagine 
that this authentick Confeſſion of thet® Faith, which ſo great a number 
of People make in dying, deſerveth not to obtain the leaſt reflection ; 
and who believe that a certain number of W itneſſes, whom the le fear of 
Fire hath induced to accuſe very innocent Pcr.ons, will be a reaſon ſtrorg 
enough to defend them from the juſt vengeance of God, If 1 fay, 10 
many Chriſtians paſſing for Fews are unjuſtly delivered up to Execution 
in aib the Inquiſitions, there are no leſs, nor fewer aQts of Injuſtice per- 
formed in the Indies, againſt thoſe who are accuſed of Magick and Sor- 
cery, and.as ſuch condemned to the Fire. For to illuſtrate this, we are 
to obſerve that the Gentiles, who in Paganiſm: obſerved. a very great 
number of ridiculous Superititions; to know, for example, the ſuccets 

of an Aftair, or of a diſeaſe, whether one is loved by a certam Perſon, 
who ſtole away any thing which is loſt, and for other reaſons of this 
nature : that theſe Gentiles, I ſay, cannot ſo well, nor fo readily forget 
all theſe things, but that they put them often in pradtice after they are 
Baptized ; which will be thought tefs ſtrange if we conſider that in 
France, where the Chriſtian Religion hath bcen eſtabliſhed for ſo many 
Ages, there may be yet found ſo many Perſons who will give belief to, and 
uſe their impertinent Ceremonies, which ſo long a time hath not cauſed 
to be forgotten. Farther, that thoſe Gentiles newly Converted to the 
Faith, have paſſed the greater part of their Life in Gagenitis and that 
thoſe who live n the States of the King cf Portugal in the Indies, are Sub- 
xects or Shavcs, who ordinarily change not their Religion, but in hope 


of

of 'being better treated by their Lords'and Mafters ; nevertheleſs theſs 
ſort of faults which in groſs and ignorant Perſons, {would methinks de. - 
ſerve rather the, Whip than the. Fire, ceaſe not to be expiated by this 
cruel puniſhment in all thoſe who are convicted, according to the Max- 
ims of this Tribunal the ſecond time, if they confeſſed the firſt time ; 
or. the firſt time, if they perſiſted to deny the Fatt, And the Inquiſiti= 
on puniſheth not only Chriſtians, who fall, 'or who are accuſed to have 
fallen into the caſes, whereof it hath right to judge, but alſo Mahome- 
tans, Gentiles, and other ſtrangers of whatſoever Religion they be, who 
have committed any of theſe Crimes, or who have performed any Cx- 
erciſe of their Religion in the Couatrys ſubject to the King of Portugal. 


having the- Interpretation of this Commiſſion, conſepteth indeed that 
Strangers ſhould live in their Religion, but puniſheth thoſe as guilty 
who perform any exerciſe of it. And as in the Lands of the Portugueze 
Domanion in the Fades, there are many more Mahometans and Gentiles 

- than Chriſtians, and that the Inquiſition which puniſheth the relapſed 
Chriſtians with death, never inflicteth Capital Puniſhment upon thoſe 
who never received Baptiſm, altho they ſhould relapſe an hundred times 
into. the ſame Fault ; and that at the moſt they are quitted for Baniſh- 
ment, the Whip, or the Gallies ; this fear of living condemned to the 
Fire hinders many from: embracing Chrittianity. And the Holy Office 
far from being uſeful in theſe Countries to the Propagation of the Faith; 
ſerveth for nothing elſe but to drive People from the Church,” and create 
in them an abhorrence of it. 

The perpetual Succeſſion of Accufations, which neceſſarily follow, 
all'which I have hitherto related, and the: liberty which every one ta- 
keth, of freely accuſing thoſe Who are his cocmies, cauſeth that the 
Frifon of the {nquiſition are never long time empty, and tho the As 
of Faith are made at the lateſt from two to two, or from three to three 
years, there fail not nevertheleſs to appear-in every one about two 
hundred Priſoners, and {ometimes more, |

Some Particulars concerning the Officers of the Inquiſition. - 


Nall the: Countries of the Poytugueze Dominions, there are four In- - 
quiſitions, to wit, in Portugal thole of- Lizhon, Conimbra, and Devo-

For although the Prince granteth Liberty of Conſcience, the Holy Ofhce — 
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'$8,. and in the _ Eeft. Tadier that of Goa, Theſe Tribunals are all Sy. 
preme, and judge without Appeal all thoſe. matters which happen with. 
in the extent of their bounds. 'Fhat of Goa extendeti1 its Jurifditing 
over all the Countrys poſſeſſed by the King of Portugal, beyond 75: Caps 
of Good Heye. Beſide theſe four [ribunals, there is allo the Great Council 
of the Inquifiticn, wherein prefideth the Inquiſitor General. "This Tribunal 
is the chief of all others, and is informed of all 'which 1s done by the 


- others. Beſide the Honour, the exceſſive Authority, and the Penſions 


annexed to the Charges of all the Inquiſitors, they draw thence alſo a 
conſiderable profit two ways. The firlt, then when they caule the et. 
fects of the Priſoners to be publickly ſold ; by which means, if there be 


found any thing rare and precious, they necd only. ſend ſome of their. 


Domeſticks to cheapen it ; and it is certain that no body will dare to be 
ſo bold as to bid above him. Whence it happens often that things are 


adjudged to him at haif of their juſt value. - 


The ſecond mean, by which they may yet more conſiderably gain, is, 


that the price of the confiſcated Goods being brought into the Royal 


Exchequer, they have power to ſend orders when they will, and for 
what ſumms they pleaſe, to ſupply the expences, and ſecret neceſſities of 
the Heily Office, which is paid to them ready down, without that any 
perſon dare enquire wherein theſe ſecret neceſſities conſfift, infomuch as 
almoſt all which comes from thefe confiſcations return to them one way 
or other. 


All the Inquiſitors are named by the King, and confirmed by the 


but the Grand Inquiſitor, who hath or claimeth the right of being car- 
ried in a Chair, Much greater reſpect is given to him than either to the 
Arch-biſhop or Vice-roy ; and the Governours when the Vice-roy is 
dead. His Authority extends over all ſorts of perſons, Laick- and Ec- 
Con, except the Arch-biſhop,. his Grand Vicar, who is always a 
Biſhop; the Vice-roy, ard the Governours, when the Vice-roy.is dead ; 
although he can cauſe cven them to be arreſted, after he hath given ad-

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CHAP. XVII. 


In what manner I was ted the firſt time to Audience, and what they 
ſaid to me. 


Hey had given me notice when I was firſt ſhut up in the Priſons of - 

the Holy Office, that whenſoever I ſhould have need of any thing, 

I need only knock ſoftly at the door to call the Guards, or defire it of 

them at the hours of meals ; and that when I would go to Audience, 1 

muſt addreſs my ſelf to the 4cazde, who, as well as the Guards, never 

ſpake to the: Priſoners without a witneſs, They had alſo given to me 

hopes, as I before ſaid, that my Liberty ſhould immediately follow my 

Confeſſion. For this reaſon I ceaſed not to importune the Officers that 

I might be carried before my Judges : But with all theſe tears and en- 
treaties, 1 could not obtain this favour till the laſt of Fanuary 1674. 

The Alcaide accompanied with one of. the Guards, came to me upon- 
this account, at two of the Clock in the Afternoon, I habited my ſelf 
according to his Directions, and went out of my Cell, my Head, Leggs, 
and Feet being naked. The Alcaide went before me and the Guard 
followed me: We marched in this order. to the very door of the Cham- 
ber of Audience, where the; Alcaide haying advanced a little and made a 
profound reverence, ſtept back tg..let me. enter alone, 4 found there, 
as bcfore, the Inquiſitor. 'and the Searetary. 1-fell down at firſt upon 
my knees ; but having received order to. ariſe and fit down, 1 ſeated my 
{cf .upon a Bench which was at the end of the Table, on the ſame fide 
with my Judge. , Near me, uppa the end of the, Table, laid a Miſſal ; 
upon, which,. before we, progeed any, farther, .; they made me lay my 
hand, and promiſe to keg ordhie ang ſpeak: the Truth : which: two 
Oaths Are exactcd of all Tok who approach this. ;Tribunal, whether it 
be for. to depoſe or to receive any Order. They then asked me if 'I 
knew the cauſe, of,,my impriſonment, , and. whether I were reſolved to

firit, it happens but too often that Children dye without being regenera- 
ted by the Holy Sacrament of Baptiſm, and are thereby deprived of Hea- 
yen for ever; and not to violate the Cuſtem of Purification , which 
ought no longer to be continued after the publication of the Goſpel, the 
Portugueze Women make no ſcruple to contemn the commands of the 
Church, which oblige all Chriſtians to be preſent art Sanday, and on the 
Feaſts of the Holy Sacrifice of the Maſs, if they be not prevented by 
lawful impediments. 

They alſo asked me the Name of the Curate who had Baptized me? in 
what Dioceſs ? what Town? what Pariſh ? and laſtly, whether 1 ever 
were Confirmed ? and by what Biſhop ? Having ſatisfied all theſe Queſti- 
ons, they commanded me to kneel down, to make the ſign of the Croſs, 
to repeat the Lord's Prayer, the Ave-Mary, the Creed, the Command- 
ments of God, and of the Church, and the Salve Regina ; laſtly, he 
finiſhed as at the firſt time, by exhorting me through the Bowels of the 
mercy of our Lord Jeſus Chriſt to confeſs without delay ; which being 
read in my. preſence , and ſigned by me, I was remitted to my 
Chamber. 

From the firſt moment that I had been in this Priſon, I had been al- 
ways melancholy, and never ceaſed to ſhed tears; but at my return 
from this ſecond Audience, I entirely abandoned my ſelf to all grief, tce- 
Ing that they exaCted of me the things which appeared impoſlible to me, 
ſince my memory ſuggeſted to me nothing of that which they deſired I 
ſhould confeſs. I endeavoured then to end my life by Hunger, I recet- 
ved indeed the meat which they brought to me, becauſe I could not re- 
fuſe it, without expoſing my ſelf to receive Baſtinadoes from the Guards, 
who take great care to obſerve, when the Plates are returned to them, 
whether the Priſoners have eaten enough to ſuſtain Nature : Byt my de- 
ſpair ſuggeſted to me means of eluding their diligence : I paſſed. whole 
days without eating any thing ; and that they might nor perceive It, I 
caſt into the Baſin part of what they gave me. This cou.le cf diet was 
the cauſe that 1 was entirely deprived of fleep, ard my whelz employ- 
ment conſiſted in mortifying my Bedy, and ſhedCing teaiz. However, 
I omitted not in this time of my Aﬀiction, to refle&t up ci: the criours 
of my palt life, and to acknowledge that it was by a ju't J1!zmert of 
God, that I had fallen into that depth of miſery ar! uno pp.nets. 1 
proceeded alſo fo far as to believe that he intended p2riaps to make nie 
of this mean to call me to himſelf, and convert me.

firit, it happens but too often that Children dye without being regenera- 
ted by the Holy Sacrament of Baptiſm, and are thereby deprived of Hea- 
ven for ever; and not to violate the Cuſtem of Purification , which 
ought no longer to be continued after the publication of the Goſpel, the 
Portugueze Women make no ſicruple to contemn the commands of the 
Church, which oblige all Chriſtians to be preſent at Sanday, and on the 
Feaſts of the Holy Sacrifice of the Maſs, if they be not prevented by 
lawful impediments. 

They alſo asked me the Name of the Curate who had Baptized me? in 
what Dlioceſs ? what Town? what Pariſh ? and laſtly, whether 1 ever 
were Confirmed ? and by what Biſhop ? Having fatisfied all theſe Queſti- 
ons, they commanded me to kneel down, to make the ſign of the Croſs, 
to repeat the Lord's Prayer, the Ave- Mary, the Creed, the Command- 
ments of God, and of the Church, and the Salve Regina; laſtly, he 
finiſhed as at the firſt time, by exhorting me throngh the Bowels of the 
mercy of our Lord Jeſus Chriſt to confeſs without delay ; which being 
read in my preſence , and ſigned by me, I was reinitted to my 
Chamber. | 

From the firſt moment that I had been in this Priſon, I had been al- 
ways melancholy, and never ceaſed to ſhed tears; but at my return 
from this ſecond Audience, I entirely abandoned my ſelf to all grief, fee- 
Ing that they exacted of me the things which appeared impoſlible to me, 
ſince my memory ſuggeſted to me nothing of that which they deſired I 
ſhould confeſs. I endeavoured then to end my life by Hunger, I recet- 
ved indeed the meat which they brought to me, becauſe I could not re- 
fuſe it, without expoſing my ſelf to receive Baltinadoes from the Guards, 
who take great care to obſerve, when the Plates are returned to them, 
whether the Priſoners have eaten enough to ſuſtain Nature : Byt my dc- 
ſpair ſuggeſted to me means of eluding their diligence : 1 paſſed_ whole 
days without eating any thing ; and that they might nor perceive it, I 
caſt into the Baſin part of what they gave me. This cou.le cf diet was 
the cauſe that 1 was entirely deprived of fleep, ard my whelz employ- 
ment conſiſted in mortify ing my Bcdy, and ſhedding teaiz. However, 
1 omitted not in this time of my AfﬀiCtion, to rcfle& v1ci: the criours 
of my palt life, and to acknowledge that it was by a ju't Ju!7mert of 
God, that I had fallen into that depth of miſery and una ppnets. 1 
proceeded alſo ſo far as to believe that he intended poritzps ito make nle 
of this mean to call me to himſelf, and convert me. Hiviry a little tor- 
tified my ſelf by ſuch meditations, I Implored with ay wiicle heart, the 
aſliſtance of the Bleſſed Virgin, who is no lels {2 copfolatiou ui the 
atftifted, than the Aſylum and refuge of Sinners ; ad fron; whom | nave 
lo viſibly experienced protection, as well during my iwmpritoninent, as

upon other occaſions of my life, that I could. not omit to render this 
publick teſlimony, of it. | 3 

At laſt, after I had made a more exact, or a more happy examination 
of all which 1 had faid or done, during my ſtay at Daman, I called to 
mind what 1 had advanced concerning the Inquiſition, and its Integrity; 
I immediately defired Audience, which yet was not granted to me 111] 
the ſixteenth of March following. I doubted not, but in appearing bec- 
fore my Judge, to terminate all my Aﬀeair ; and that upon my Confeſlion, 
which 1 intended to make, they would immediately reſtore me to per- 
fett Liberty ; but then when I thought my hopes at the point of being 
compleated, I ſaw my ſelf at once depriv'd of all theſe ſweet hopes z be- 
cauſe having, confeſſed all which I had to ſay touching the Inquiſition, 
they told me that this'was not that which they expected of me ; and ] 
having nothing elſe to ſay, was immediately remitted, without fo much 
as their vouchiufing to write down my Conteſlion. 


CES Þ;| XX. 
Flow Deſpair induced me to attempt my Life, 


Am now come to the moſt unhappy time of my Captivity ; for liow 

ſevere ſoever it had hitherto been, I had, at Jeaſt, the comfort of 
having ſuffered with ſome patience, and even of having endeavoured to 
make a good uſe of my Sufferings ; for the Faith obligeth us to believe 
that the greateſt Evils are ſo many Advantages, to thoſe who make 
good uſe of them. I ought not therefore to look upon this as an unhappy 
time any more then that wherein I committed faults, which I cannot 
but conſider as very great, and which I pretend not to juſtifie, or even 
to excuſe, by the cruelty of thoſe who required of me impgſlible things, 
on pain of burning, ſince they carry not along with them ſo great extre- 


mity as may juſtifie deſpair , which is the greateſt and worſt of ll. 


Evils. 

I was once reſolved not to ſpeak of, in this place, the deſpair which 
ſeized me, nor the endeavours. of deſtroying my own life, to which 1 
was induced by It ; but it was believed it would be important to give 
this account, ſince it cannot be denied that the unjuſt ſeveritics of the In- 
quifirion give at leaſt occaſion to many to fall into the ſame condition : 
And that it concerneth the Publick- to make known not only the evil of 
the unjuſt actions conſidered in themſelves, but alſo the horrible evils 


whici 
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which are the too ordinary conſequences of them. For if perſons who 
have Learning and Education, who are inftructcd in their duties, and 
who never forſ#ke the conliderations of Faith, fall into ſuch Extremities ; 
what may not be feared from ſo many ignorant perions without Educa- 
tion, the greateſt part of them new Converts from Paganiſm, where 
they have almolt all their life looked on Deſpair as an Act of Generoſity? 
I confeſs, that the 111 ſucceſs of my laſt Audience, which I had believed 
would be fo favourable for me, was an inſupportable blow to me, and 
that thenceforth accounting Liberty to be an happineſs to which | could 
no longer pretend, I abandoned my ſelf fo far to Melanckoly and De- 
ſpair, that I wanted but little of entirely loling my Reaſon. 

[ had not forgot that it is forbidden to a man to deſtroy himſelf, ard 
I had nodelſign to deſtroy my ſelf eternally, but I deſired to live no lon- 
ger ; and the extreme delire which I had to dye, troubled me fo far, 
that | invented a mean, in the midſt of my Deſpair, which might effe&u- 
ally procure my Death, and a natural Death, ſince I could not reſolve to 
lay violent hands upon my felt; and I imagined that God would pardon 
me if 1 procured it ſlowly, and by the means of others. [ feigned then 
to be ſick, and to have a Fever; they immediately brought to me a 
Panaite, or a Gentile Phyſician, who' made no icruple to be convinced 
from the motion of my Blood within my Pulſe, which he took tor a 
true Fever, and ordered me to be let Blood, which was reitcrated for 
five days together; and as my intententton in uling this Remedy was very 
different from that of my Phyſician, who laboured to recover my health, 
while I thought of nothing but ending this miſerable and nnhappy life. 
As ſoon as every one was retired, and my door was ſhut, I untied the 
Fillet, and ſuffered ſo much blood to run our as might fill a Cup con- 
taining at leaſt 18 Ounces. I reiteratcd theſe cruel evacuations as oiten 
as I was blooded, and withal, eating almoſt no food, it is not hard to 
judge that I was reduced to extreme weakrels. 

The Alcaide, who obſ-rved fo conlideresble a change in my Body, 
could not ſufficiently wonder at the UI condition wherein I was, which 
admitted ſcarce any hope of recovery. The Pandite was in the ſame 
aſtoniſhment, which obliged them to advertiſe the Inquiuror, wao Pre- 
poſed to me to be Confelled. As 1 did not believe my ſelf to be 1a a 
concitionofeſcaping Dearh, | began to reiznt what I had doue,and being 
unwilling to deſttdy Soul and Body both togerher, 1 contented to receive 
a Confelſur. They brought to mea gond Religions of the Order of 
St. Francis, to -whom having given an entire knowledge of m; proceed- 
ing, I received much contolation from him : His good Advices mace 
me take a reſolution of contributing as much as [| could to the recove- 
ry of my Health ; I gave him lcave to inform the Inquiiitor ſecretly =

all which had happened : And from that day, which was Holy Friday, 
they gave tome, with all care, all things neceſſary for the ſpeedy re- 
covery of my ſtrengh, which I had loſt with my Blood ; and for to 
ſweeten my Melancholy a little, wherewith | was overwhelmed, they 


Mot up with me another Negro Priſoner, who was accuſed of Magick, 


and who kept me conmpaiy ior five months. | enjoyed, during all this 
while, more command of my reaſan, and was leſs melancholy; but as 
ſoon as they imagined me to be well recovered,they withdrew my Com- 
panion, and the loſs of this comfort made me relapſe into the ſame con- 
dition, to which 1 kad been at firſt reduced. 


CHAP. XXL 


New exceſſes to which my Deſpair carried me. 


Became more furious than ever by the abſence of my Companion ; 
I beat my Breaſt and my Face with my Fiſt ; and not contented with 
that, ſought means to take away my life, which I could not loſe by 
my former attempt. I believed well that 1 ſhould not ſucceed in Coun- 
terfeiting Sickneſs a ſecond time ;z and even if I ſhould really be believed, 
if they opened mea Vein, they would take all poſſible precaution to hin- 
der me from loſing my Blood a ſecond time. This is the reaſon why 
being animated with my Deſpair, I remembred that notwithſtanding the 
diligent ſearch which had been made upon me, when was ſhut up, 1 had 
fayed ſome pieces of Gold which had been ſown in a Ribband tied about 
the Calf of my Leg, in form of a Garter. I took then one of thoſe pieces, 
which I broke in two, and ſharpned one part ſo well, and ſo long againſt 
an Earthen Pot, that I gave it a point, and made it cut on both ſides. 
This I made uſe of as a Launcet, with deſign to open the Arteries of my 
Arm. I took for this end all neceſſary precautions ; I thruſt it into my 
Arm as far as was poſſible ; but notwithſtanding #ll my cares, I could 


not effelt what I intended ; and inſtead of the Arteries, 1 opened only 
the Veins that are above them. 


. 


| | _-- Being reſolved no longer to keep any meaſure, I contented not my ſelf 


with drawing out my Blood by degrees. 1 let both my Arms bleed, till 
growing faint I laid my ſelf down in my Blood, wherewith the Chamber 
was filed. Andit is certain that jf God by a particular mercy had not di- 
rected,that at that very time the door ſhould be opened to bring me ſome- 
what neceſſary, in a time when it was not, ordinary for the Guards to 
come, I had miſerably loſt both my Life and my Soul. 1 leaye you 
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to imagine the ſurprize of the Guards when they ſaw me in this conditi- 
on. They immediaely called the Alcaide, and altogether came in. 
They bound up my Arms, and uſed ſuch Skill, that I ſoon returned out 
of that ſwoon, wherein fo conſiderable an evacuation of Blood had re- 


. duced me. They firſt carried this news to the Inquiſitor, who ordered 


they ſhould lead me to Audience, whether I was carried at four a 
Clock. | 

Lying at length upon the Ground , my extreme weakneſs not per- 
mitting me either to ltand or fit, the Inquiſitor, after many reproaches, 
commanded them to carry me away, and put Manacles upon me, to 
hinder me from pulling off the bands wherewith my Arms were bound 
up; this was immediately put in execution, and I had not only my hands 
chained, but alſo a Coller of Iron that was joyned to the Manacles, and 
was ſhut with a Padlock, inſomuch as I could not any longer move my 
Arms. 

But this proceeding ſerved only to inrage me the more; I threw my 
ſelf upon the ground ; I ran my Head againſt the Walls and Pavethent. 
If they had ſuffered me to continue never ſo little while in this condition, 


my Arms would infallibly have been unbound, and I could not = 
eive 


avoided death : But as they kept a ſtrift eye upon me, they perc 

very well by my aCtions, that ſeverity was not ſeaſonable, and that it 
were better to try ways of ſweetneſs ; they took off my Irons therefore, 
and endeavoured to comfort me with deceitful hopes. They changed 
my Chamber, and once more gave me a Companton, who had order to 
anſwer for me ; nevertheleſs God who had always preſerved me from 
ſo great an unhappineſs, diſſipated by his Grace, the deſpair wherein I 


was plunged. More happy herein than many others, who often Mur-- 


der themſelves in the Priſons of the Holy Office, where theſe unhappy 
perſons are debarred all ſorts of humane comforts. My new Companion 
ſtayed with me,about two months, and as ſoon as they perceived me to 
be more peaceable, he was taken away, although my weakneſs was then 
ſo great, that I could ſcarce riſe ſrom my Bed to receive my Meat at the 
door, which was ſet not ebove two paces from ir. At laſt, after I had 
paſſed a year in this manner, by ſuffering much, 1 even contratted a ha- 


bit of ſuffering ; and God, after that, gave me patience enough not to, 


make any more attempts upon my lite. 
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C H A P. XXIL 


My fourth Audzence, in which the Promotor formeth againſt me Con: 
cluſions of ſuffering Death, 


Had been now almoſt eighteen months 1n the Inquiſition, when my 

Judges underilanding that I was in a condition to anſwer, cauſed me 
to be brought the fourth time to Audience, where they asked me whe- 
ther I were, at laſt, reſolved to confeſs what they had fo long expeCted 
from.mc; to which I anſwering, That I could remember nothing elſe 
than whats 1 had already confeſſed ; the Promotor of the Holy Office 
preſented himſelf with a Libel, to ſignifie to me the Informations made 
againſt me. 

In all -my other Examinations I had been accuſed, and they had con- 
tented themſelves to hear my Depoſition without entring into any di- 
ſcourſe with me ; and were 'immediately wont to ſend me back as ſoon 
as I had ended the Accuſation of my ſelf, but in this fourth Examination 
I was accuſed, and time was given me to defend my ſelf ; and they 
read to me in the Informations made againſt me, the things whereof I 
had accuſed my ſelf. The Fatts were three, I had acknowledged them of 
my own proper motion. There was then nothing to oppoſe concerning 
the Facts themſelves, but I thought it my duty to demonſtrate to 
my Judges, that they were not ſo Criminal as they imagined ; I ſaid 
then upon the account of what I had diſputed concerning Baptiſm, my 
intentton was not in the leaſt to oppoſe the DoCtrin of the Church : 
But that the paſſage, Unleſs a man be born again of Water and of the Holy 
Ghoſt, he cannot enter into the Kingdom of Heaven (Fobn 3.5.) appearing to 
me very expreſs, I had defired the explication of it. Fhe Grand Inqui- 
litor ſeemed ſurprized at this paſſage, which all the World knows by 
heart, and I was no leſs ſurprized at his ſurprize. He asked me where 
I had that Paſſage ? from the Goſpel of St. Fob», ſaid 1, the third Chap- 
ter, 2nd the fifth Verſe. He cauſed a new Teftament to be brought, 
looked for the Paſiage, bur explained it not to me ; i6had been, never- 
theleſs, cafie to te}l me that Tradition:explained it ſufficiently, ſince 
they always accounted to be Baptized, not only thoſe who had ſuffered 
Death for our Lord Jefus Chriſt, without receiving the ordinary Cere- 
monies of Zaptiſin, but alſo thoſe who had been ſarprized by Death in 
the celire of b:ing Bzprtized,. and in Repentance of their ſins.

There is ſomewhat incomprehenſible in this degree of Ignorance, in 
the perſons who undertake to judge others in Matters of Faith ; and 1 
confeſs that 1 ſhould have hardly believed theſe FaCts my ſelf although 
I ſaw them, and very well remember them, if 1 had not learnt by the 
printed Relations of Mr. 7avernier, That how reſerved ſoever Father 
Ephraim de Nevers were, upon what reſpeCteth the Inquiſition, which 


had made him ſuffer ſo much, - he could not forbear to ſay, that nothing 


had been more unſupportable to him than the ignorance of its 


Miniſters. | 

The Promotor in reading the Information, had ſaid, that beſides all 
this which I had acknowledged, I was moreover accuſed, and ſuffici- 
ently convicted of having ſpoken with contempt of the Inquiſition, and 
Its Miniſters, and ofhavying held difrefpecttul diſcourſes concerning the 
Pope, and againſt his Authority ; and concluded, that the obſtinacy 
which I had hitherto manifeſted in contemning fo many delays and chart- 


table admonitions, which had been given to me, was a convincing proof 


that I had very pernicious detigns, and that my intention was to teach and 
foment Hereſiez that conſequently, 1Mhad incurred the puniſhment of 
greater Excommunication, that mv Goods ought to be confiſcated to 
the Kings Exchequer, zi.d my ſelf to be Geltyered to the Secuiar Power, 
to be puniſhed for my Crimes according io the L2ws, that is, for to 
be burnt. 

leave the Reader here to imagine what eff<CX theſe crucl conclua- 
ons of rhe Promotor of tnz Holy Office produced in my Soul. Yet | 


can aſſure you, tht how terrible ſoever theſe words were, the death 


wherewith 1 was then threatned, appeared to me much leſs formidable 
than the continuation of my Slavery ;* fo thet notwinitancing the trou- 
ble and grief which ſeized me, upon theſe conclutions pronourced a- 
2ainſt me, 1 failcd not to aiſycr to the new Accuſations with were C- 
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'ven now lignificd to me, that in reſpe& of my Intentions, they had ne- 
ver been bad, that 1 hd always been a zealous Catholick, that all thote 
with whom I had converſed in the Indies could teſtific the ſame, particu- 
larly Father Ambro:ſe, and Father Yxes, both Frerch Capuchins, who 
had diverſe times heard me in Confeſſion: And I underſtood after my 
departure, that Father Tues was aCtually at Goa at the ſame time when 
I. alledged him as a Witneſs of my innocence ; that I had gone ſixteen 
Leagues to ſatisfic the Cuties gf Eaſter ; that if Ihad nouriſhed any He- 
refie in my Heart, it had been very eaſie for me to propagateilt in thoſe 
' Parts of the /ndies, where any one may live and ſpeak with perfect free- 
dom, and that I would not then have choſen my Habitation in the Do- 
minions of the King of Portugal; that I was ſo far from Dogmatically 
oppoſing Religion, that I had on the contrary entred divers times into 
diſpute with the Hereticks for to defend it ; that indeed I remembred 
my ſelf to have ſpoken with too much Liberty of that Tribunal, before 
which I then pleaded, and of the Perſons which poſſeſſed it ; but that 
I was ſurprized they ſhould make that a Crime, which had been treated as 
atrifle, when | would have confeſſed it almoſt a year and a half ſince ; 
that for what concerned the Pope, I remembred not to have ſpoken of 
him in that manner which my Accuſations infinuvated , that neverthelets 
Ea _ would tell me the particulars of it, I would lincerely confeſs the 
truth, . 

The Irquiſitor taking me up, told me, that time ſhould be given me, 
to conſider of what reſpeCtted the Pope, but that he could not ſuffictent- 
ly admire my Impudence, in that I pretended to have confeſled what 


{ . related to the Inquiſition, when it was moſt certain that 1 had not ©0- 


pened my mouth about it, and that if | had made any Confefftion upon 
this Article, in that time when I pretended to have made ir, 1 had not 
continued ſo long time in Priſon. I remembred ſo perfe&tly what had been 
{aid, and what had been anſwered to me, and I was moreover ſo tran- 
ſported with anger to ſee my ſelf ſo abuſed, that if they had not im- 
mediately commanded me to be taken away, as ſoon as I had figned my 
Depoficion, I ſhould not perhaps have contained my ſelf from reprozch- 
ing my Judge; zrd if 1 had enjoyed as much force ard liberty as my 


Paſſion gave me Courage, it may be he ſhould not have eſcaped with re- 
prozchtul words.

The Sermon being finiſhed, two Readers went up one after another into 
theſame Pulpit, to read there publickly the Proceſs of all the Criminals 
and to ſignifi to them the puniſhments to which they were condemned. 
He whoſe Proceſs was read, was during that time led by the Alcaide 
into the middle of the Gallery, where he ſtood upright, holding a Taper 
lighted in his hand, till his Sentence was pronounced. And as it was 
ſuppoſed that all the Criminals had incurred the puniſhment of greater 
Excommunication, they led us to the foot of the Altar whereon laid the 
Miſfals ; where being placed on our knees, they made us lay our hands 
upon oneof theſe Books, and remain in that poſture, till there was as 
many perſons as Miſſals, "Then the Reader diſcontinued reading of the 
Proceſs, to pronounce with a loud voice a Confeſſion of Faith, after he 
had briefly exhorted the Criminals to repeat it with heart and mouth at 
the ſame time with him; which being done, every one returned to his 
place, and the reading of the Proceſs was began anew. 

[ was called in my order, and underſtood that all my affair ran upon 
theſe three heads, The firſt, for having maintained the invalidity of the 
Baptiſm, called Flamins, The ſecond, for having faid that Images ought 
. not to be adored, and having blaſphemed againſt the Image of the Cruck 
fix, in ſaying of a Crucifix of Ivory, that it was a piece of Ivory, And 


laſtly, for having ſpoken contemptuouſly of the Inquiſition, and its Mi- ' 


niſters ; but above all, for the ill intention which 1 had in ſpeaking all 
theſe things. For which Crimes I was declared Excommunicate; and 
for reparation thereof my Goods were confiſcated to the Kings account, 
and my ſelf banifhed from the Indies, and condemned to ſerve in the 
Galleys of Portugal five years ; and moreover, to perform other Penan- 
ces which fhould be enjoyned to me in particular by the Inquiſitors. 

Of All theſe puniſhments, the moſt inſupportable to me, was to ſee 
my ſelf in an indiſpenſable neceſſity of quitting the Indies, where I had 
reſolved to Travel a yet much longer time. This ſorrow, nevertheleſs, 
was not ſo great, but that it was much allayed by the hope of ſeeing 
my ſelf ſhortly out of the hands of the Holy Office. My Confeſſion of 
Faith being made, I returned to my place, and received advantage from 
the advice which my Guard had given me of not refuſing my Bread, for 
the Ceremony continuing all the day, there was no perion who did not 


that day Dine in the Church. 
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They Abſolve us from Excommunication, and deliver thoſe to the 
Secular Power who were to be burned : What was obſerved upoy 
this Occaſion. | 


| ' A Fter they had endeÞ to read the Proceſs of all thoſe to whom they 
 _ A extended their Mercy in ſaving their lives, the Inquiſitor left his 
ſeat to put o his albe and ſole ; and being accompanied with about 29 
Prieſts, who had every one a Wandin his Hand, he came into the mid- 
dle of the Church, where after he had made diverſe Prayers, we were 
Abſolved from the Excommunication, which they pretended we had in- 
curred, by means of a blow which the Prieſt gave to every one of us 
upon his Habit. I cannot forbear to relate here a thing, which will ſhew 
to what degree the Portugueze Superſtition proceeds in all things which 
have any relation to the Inquiſition ; which is, that during the Proceſſi. 
on, and the whole time of our ſtay in the Church, he who ſerved me as 
a Godfather would never anſwer to me, although I had ſpoken to him 
diverſe times, and that he even refuſed to give a little Powder of To- 
bacco which I had defired of him; ſo much did he fear to be involved 
in the Cenſure-wherewith he ſuppoſed me bound. But as ſoon as 1 was 
Abſolved, he embraced me, .gave me "Tobacco, and told me that he 
then acknowledged me for his Brother, ſince the Church had Abſolved me. 
--— This Ceremony being ended, and the Inquiſitor returned to his place, 
they brought out one after the other thoſe unhappy Victims who were 
to be Sacrificed by the Holy Inquiſition. There were a man, a Wo- 
man, and the repreſentation of four. dead men, with the little Cheſts 
wherein their Bones-wcre incloſed. The Man and Woman were Indian 
Blacks and Chriſtians, accuſed of Magick, and condemned as relapſed, 
| Ofthe fourStatues, two repreſented alſo two men, held for convicted of 
| Magick, and the two others two men who had been New Chriſtians, 
| and were accuſed to have Judaized ; of which the one had died in Pri-- 
ſon, the other in his own Houſe, and had been buried long. ſince in his 
; Pariſh; but being accuſed of Judaiſm after:his Death, as he had left ve- 
ry conſiderable Riches, they took care to pluck. him out of his Grave, 
I - and take away his Bones to burn them at the A&# of Faith, after they had 
| formed a Froceſs again him. We may ſee hereby, that the Holy Office 
1s not contented to attribute to it ſelf the Infallibility of Jefus Chriſt, but | 


that they would alſo, as well as he, exerciſe their authorit the 
[+ Living and the Dead. Fe, PREM 
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"= The ſeveral Proceſſes of theſe unfortunate Perf 
were all ended with theſe words, That the Inquiſition could not ſhew 
any mercy to tzem becauſe of their relapſe and their impenitence, and 
that finding themſelves indiſpenſably obliged to puniſh them according to 
the rigour of the Laws, they delivered them to the Secular Arm and 


Juſtice, whom they earneſtly deſired to uſe Clemency and Mercy to- 


wards theſe miſcrable wretches ; and that if they would impoſe upon 
them the puniſhment of Death, it might be at leaſt without effuſion of 
'þlood. At the laſt words of the Inpuiſitors, a Serjeant of the Secular 
Juſtice approached, and took poſleſſion of thoſe infortunate perſons ; af- 
terthey had received a light blow upon the breaſt from the hand of the 
Alcaide of the Holy Office, in token that they were abandoned by him- 
See the great kindneſs of the Inquiſition to interceed thus for guilty per- 
ſons! The extreme. condeſcendance of the Magiſtrates, to chooſe rather 
in complaiſance to the Inquiſition, to content himſelf to burn theſe 
Criminals to the very marrow of their Bones, than to uſe the power 
which he hath of ſhedding their blood. 
Thus was ended, in reſpect of us, the famous Ceremony of the Auto 
dafe, or Ad of Faith; and while theſe miſerable wretches wereled along 
the bank of the River, where the Viceroy and his Court were aſſembled, 
' and where the Piles, upon which they were to be Sacriticed, were pre- 
pared the day before, we were led back to the Inquiſition by our God- 
hers, without obſerving any order. Although 1 was not preſent at 
the Executian of thele perſons thus abandoned by the Holy Office, never- 
theleſs as I was fully inſtructed by perlons who have gfitimes ſeen the 
like Executions, I will here relate, in few words, the Ceremony which 
was there obſerved. | 
As foon as the condemned perſons are arrived at the place where the 
Secular Judges are aſſembled, they ask them in what Religion they will 
dyc,. without informing themſelves, in the leaſt, of their Procefles, which 
they ſuppoſe to have been perfectly well managed, and the perſons molt 
Juſtly condemned ; fince mo.doubt is to be made of the Infallibility of the 
Inquiſition : As ſoon as they have anſwered to this one Queſtion, the 
Executioner ſeizeth them, and tieth them to Poſts upon the Pile, where 
they are firſt ſtrangled if they dye Chriſtians, and burnt alive if they per- 
fiſt in Judaiſm or Hereſie ; which happens ſo ſeldom, that ſcarce one Ex- 
ample is to be.ſeen in four As of Faith, although there are very 1cW 11 
Wuaich are not burned a good number of Perſons.

1 would have given him the Samnelito, but he would not receive it, be- 
caule I was to be veſted with'it on all Feſtivals ard Suzdays, till I had 
intirely performed my Sentence. At ſeven a clock they brought my 
Breakfaſt, and a little after 1 was warned to pack up all my Goods, and 
be.ready to go when called, 1 obeyed this order with all poſſible di= 
ligence z and at nine a clock a guard baving opened my door, I laid my 
' bundle upon my. Shoulders, and followed them into the great Hall, 

where the greateſt part of the Priſoners were already. After I had 
been-there ſome time, I ſaw about twenty enter, who had been the 
day before condemned to be whipped, and who then received it from 
the hand of the Hangman through all the Streets of the Town. Being 
thus all aſſembled, the. Inquiſitor appeared, before whom we fell upon 
aur knees to receive his bleſſing, after we had kiſſed the ground near his 
Feet. Then they commanded the Blacks, who had little or no Luggage, 
to take up and carry- that of the Whites. - Thoſe among the Priſoners 
who were rot Chriſtians, were ſent immediately to the .places appoint- 
ed by their Sentence, ſome into Baniſhment, others to the Galleys, or 
into the houſe where they make Powder, called Caſa da polwveras; and 
thoſe who were Chriſtians, as well Whites as Blacks, were led into a 
Houſe which was hired on purpoſe in the Town, to be there inſtructed 
for ſome time. * - 
The Hallsand the Galleries of the Lodgings, wcre appointed for the 


Blacks to lye in, and we Whites were put into a ſeparate Chamber, . 


where they ſhut us up at night, leaving us in the day time the liberty 
of walking about the Houſe, and ſpeaking with thoſe who were there, 
or who came from other places to ſee us. Every day two Catechitings 
_ were held, one for the Blacks, and the other for the Whites. Maſs was 
celebrated every day, .at which we were all preſent, as. well at morning 
as at evening. : 
While I ſtayed in this Houfe 1 was viſited by a Dominican Frier, one of: 
mo; Frends, whom 1 had known at Damizzr, where he had been Prior 
his Order> This good Father, loaded with difeaſes and years, no 
ſoaner knew that I was enlarged, but he put himſelf. into a Pelanquin to 
come and fee me; he wept at my diſaſter, and embraced me teaderly, 
alſuring me he had been in great fears for my ſake, that he had often in- 
 Quired concerning my health and my affairs, of Father Procurator of 
vue Priſoners, who was his friend, and of the ſame Order with et” , 


as aſe but Breadand Figs, the trouble of the day having hindred themfrony 
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"that nevertheleſs for along while-he could obtain no anſwer from him ; | 


and that atlaſt, after many ſollicitations, he could draw no more from 
him than this, That I was ſtill alive...” I received great. comfort from the 
ſight of this good Monk, and the neceſſity which was impoſed on me of 
quitting the Indies, created equal ſorrow to us both ; he had farther the 

oodneſs to viſit me ſeveral times, invited me to return to the Indies as 
= as I ſhould be at liberty, and ſent me diverſe Proviſions for the 
Voyage I was to make, which the condition and nccfſity wherein I then 
was, permitted me not to hope for from other hands.

| Afr we had ſtayed in this Houſe till the 2 3 of Fanuary, we were 
conducted once more into the Hall of the Inquiſition, and from 
thence called every one in his turn to the Table of the. Holy Office, to 
Teceive there from the hands. of the Inquiſitor, a Paper containing the 
Penances to which it had pleaſed him to condemn us : I went in my or- 
der, and was made to kneel down, after I had before laid my hands on 
the Goſpel, and promiſed in this poſture, to keep inviolable ſecrecy of 
all things which had happened, and which 1 had ſeen and obſerved du- 
ring my impriſonment. Ee ns hs 
1 received after that, from the hand of my Judge, a Writing ſigned 
by himſelf, containing tht things which were to be'performed by me ; 


and as this Memoire is not very long, 1'thought it convenient to put it 
here word for word in French, as it was in Portugueze.

ny, called the A& of Faith; and as thatis performed but from twoty - 
two, or from three to three years, it is a double unhappineſs for thoſe 
that are ſhut up in theſe Holy Priſons, to be carried thither immediatel 
after this Goal-delivery, becauſe they are obliged to wait there till there 
be a ſufficient number of Perſons to render the A# of Faith more il- 
luſtrious. . | 

The refuſal which the Inquiſitor made at my third Audience to re- 
ceive\my confeffion, touching what 1 had ſaid concerning the Inquiſiti- 
on ;; and his infuſtice, in-daring to maintain that I had not confeſled this 
Fact, which he made my Crime fo long time after, was one of thoſe 

1s none of 
the leaſt grievances which I have to complain of againſt the Meſſicurs, 

I might alſo juſtly complain of this, that the Inquiſition deſiring to 
lay a new ſnare for me, when I accuſed my ſelf of what I had faid con- 
cerning the Holy Office, and what had happened a long time before 
to Father Ephraim Newers ; asked me if I would defend the errors of 
that Monk ; but although I knew very well that the innocence of this 
Father had been fully manifeſted, and.that he had been arreſted meecrly 
upon Envy ; I anſwered that I pretended not to defend any perſon, be- 
ing ſufficiently troubled to defend my (elf. 

1 had moreover methinks all reaſon to believe, that they had an inten- 
tion to pleaſe the Viceroy, and Governour of Daman his Couſin, in ſend- 
ing me into Portugal, ſince of more than 200 Perſons who went with 
me out of the Inquiſition, I alone was obliged to leave the Indies and go 


The cruelty of the Gtards, who often uſed very rude words to me, 
and forced me unwillingly to eat my Meat, and take remedies when | 
was fick, deſerves alſo in my mind ſome conſideration ; for although 
the Guards have reaſon to force the accuſed Perſons to eat their Meat 
and take Remedies, they mi E in reſpe& of them the ſame method 
which is uſed in refpe&t of other ſick Perſons, who are not wont to Ic- 


fcriptions of their Phyſicians. 


I will add, that although the Inquiſition granteth ſomething of ſafe 
Conducts to thoſe, who being in a place of Security, - will come and ac- 
cuſe themſelves ; yet it is beſt not to truſt them too much, ſince the

which they have made, and when they have a mind to it they will find 

retexts enough not to keep it, which I will prove by an example. 

| knew at Sarrat a Religious Perſon of the Order of $t. Dominick, cal-. 
led Father Hyacinthe, who for many years had quitted his Convent and 
his Habit, living 1n a very diffolute and ſcandalous manner. It happencd 
afterwards that a Woman with whom he had lived a long time, and by 
- whom he had diverle Children, dyed ; this loſs touched him, and pro- 
duced in him a reſdlution of changing his Life: He reſolved then to 
return into his Convent at Bacaim, but- becauſe all the Portugueze, and 
above all, the Prieſts and Religious Perſons, who have paſſed any conſi= 
derable time among the Infidels, are obligedin returning into the Poytu- 


ze Dominions, to preſent themſelves to the Inquiſition, and make 


there an exact declaration of the manner of their paſt life, if they would 
prevent their being compelled to it by force. This Religious, whoſe 
conſcience perhaps was touched with ſomething relating to the Holy 
Office; before he left Surrat, wrote to the Inquiſitor at Goa for a ſafe con- 
dutt, that ſo he might come to preſent and accuſe himſelf, which was 
granted him ; with this poor aſſurance he departed and came to Bacaim, 
where he was not ſuffered to reſume the Religious Habit, without ha- 
'ng firſt cleared himſelf before the Inquiſitors, upon which he went to 
Ges, preſented himſelf at the Table of the Holy Office, whither he was 
ſeveral times called, and at laſt having been ſufficiently examined, he 
was abſolved and ſent back to the Vicar General of his Order, who reſto- 
red him the Habit, and again authoriz'd him to diſcharge the Functions 
of a Preacher and Confeſſor. He thinking all was over, prepared for his 
departure to Bacaim, where was his firſt Convent, when being juſt ready 
to imbark in a Galliot, he was hurried away to the Priſons of the Holy 
Office, whoſe Miniſters had not ſo eaſily granted him Abſolution, were 
tnot the eaſier to perform their deſign, that it might not be ſaid they 
had violated their word, and the ſafe condutt they had given him; at 
the ſame time they ſpread about a report, that fince his Abſolution, dif- 
covery had been made of Crimes of which he had not accuſed 

himſelf. | | 
This Religious, who was clapped up a few days after me, remained 
there after I got out, as appears by his not being menrioned 1n the Att 
of Faith, and his Proceſs not being read, which would certainly have 
been done, had he died in Priſon, ſo that in all probability he mult con- 
tinue there till the next 48 of Faith; 1 had this relation from a Religious 
erfon of the fame Order, who viſited me after my delivery. And this 
example ought to teach thoſe who.travel, or live 1n thoſe Countries 
> the Inquiſition is Eſtabliſhed, not only to be circum{pect in their 


werds and attions; but alſo never to rely too much on —_— 
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duds, granted them by the Inquiſitors, or their Commiſſaries

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C H A ÞP. XXX. 
Hiſtory of Joſeph Pereira de Montes. 


ik S Nothing inſtrufteth better than examples, I will here ſuccin{tly 
wh A relate what happened to one of the moſt conſiderable Gentlemen 
| of Goa, named Foſeph Pereira de Montes ;, who having been Captain Ge- 
neral of the Naval Armies of the King of Portugal, was commanded by 
the Governour of the Þdies, (the Office of Vice-roy being then vacant) 
to go with his Ships tothe relief of the Town of Diu, then beſieged by 
the Arabians. He departed, and arriving at Bacaim, was conſtrainedts 
| ſtay there a longer time than he had intended, becauſe the Winds were 
contrary ; inſomuch as the Arabians came down to Diu, ſacked it, and 
returned laden with pillage, before the arrival of the relief, The Gene- 
ra], who was come too late, having given his Orders returned to Goa; 
where he was ſcarce arrived, but the Governour, who was then Antonio 
de Mello de Caftre, a {worn enemy of Foſeph Pereira, cauſed him to be 
apprehended, formed his Proceſs ; and becauſe neither the Governour, 
nor even the Viceroy, have power to put Gentlemen to Death, with- 
out receiving expreſs Order from the Court of Portugal, Antonio de 
Mello not being able to take away the life of his Enemy, pronounced 
againſt him a ſentence, the Execution of which was more cruel than 
Death it ſelf, condemning him to be led through the great Streets of the 
City by the hand of the Hangman, with an Halter about his Neck, a 
Quonoville at his ſide, and an Herald walking before, and Proclaiming, 
that this Juſtice was performed by order of the King, on the perſon of 
this Criminal, attainted and convitted of Cowardize and Treaſon. 
This cruel Sentence was Executed, notwithſtanding the follicitations 
of the friends of the Priſoner ; who after he was led about in this infa- 
mous poſture, was carricd back into Priſon, whither he was ſcarce re- 


turned, when a Familiar of the Holy Office came to apprehend him, and 
carry him to the Inquiſition. 


This new accident ſurprized the whole City, as knowing that Pereira 
coutd not be accuſed of Judaiſm, being no NewC 


briſtian, and that he had 
always lived in goodeſteem ; they expeCted therefore with impatience 
the next AF of Faith, to ſee the end of this buſineſs. But this Ceremo- 


ny being pertormedafter a year, he was not ſeen toappcar, nor washis

a Gentleman of his acquaintance, with whom he had been after 

reconciled. This falfe friend who had not loſt his deſign of ——_— 
himſelf, ſuborned with money Domeſtick Servants of Pereira, to accuſe 
him to the Inquiſition as guilty of Sodomy, and produced thsſe 5 Wit- 
neſſes, who depoſed they had ſeen him commit this Crime wit! one of 
his Pages; whereupon the two accuſed perſons were apprehended. 
The Page who had leſs conſtancy than his Maſter, whom he knew to be 
as well as himſelf in the Priſons of the Ho!y Office, and not doubting but 
that he was accuſed of the fame Crime, whereof the Promotor pretend- 
ed himſelf to be guilty, terrified by the threats of the Inquiſitors, and 


fearing to be burnt, as he would in truth have been, if he nad perſiſted 


to deny the fact, and ſeeing no other means to fave his life, but in con- 
feſſing himſelf guilty, accuſed himſelf of a crime which he never com- 
mitted, and ſo became a ſeventh Witneſs againſt his Maſter, the Inform- 
er being accounted one, according to the Maxims of the Inquiſition. 
His confeſſion ſaved his life, and being freed at the firſt A# of Faith, he 
was condemned to be baniſhed to Mozambique. 

Nevertheleſs as Pereirs perſiſted to maintain his innocence, they con- 
demned him to the fire; and he had been carried to be burnt at the 
ſame A# of Faith wherein his Page appeared, if the continual proteſtati- 
. ons which he made of his innocence, had not induced his Judges to de- 
fer the Execution of his Sentence, to try whether in time they could ob- 
lige him to confeſs ; or if they could not obtain more light in his caſe, 
they then reſerved him to another A# of Faith, which was performed a 
year after, the Priſons being then ſooner than ordinarily filled. During 
this year, the accuſer and his Witneſſes were examined diverſe times, 
and: one of the Judges reſolving to examine the Witneſſes ſeparately, 
whether that night wherein they pretended to have ſeen their Maſter 
commit this deteſtable Crime, the Moon ſhone or not ; the Witnelles 
agreeing not in the anſwer which they made to this Queſtion, were put 

to the Rack, where they diſowned all which they had teſtified againſt 
their Maſter. His innocence being thus clearly manifeſted, the accu- 
ſers were apprehended; Pereira came out innocent at the firſt Act of Faith, 
and the Witneſſes two years after, at the {ame time with my ſelf; when 
the firſt were condemned to the Gallys for 5 years, and that Gentleman 
iſhed for 9 years into the Coaſts of Africa. | 
It is eaſie to judge that the confronting of Witneſſes might have freed 
the Inquiſitors from this trouble, and the accuſed perſon fromthe dan- 
gr of being ſacrificed by the hands of the Holy Office, to tne fury and 


malice of his Enemy ' who in my opinion ought, together with iis rank 
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Poocel heard to bs read, which increaſed the aſtoniſhment ofall. W | 
are to know, that Foſeph Pereira had a long time fince had a quarrel with 
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plices, - to have been puniſhed with the ſame kind of death, which they 
:ntended ta have inflicted on an innocent Perſon. And we cannot doubt, 
but that this clemency of the Holy Office, exerciſed ſo openly towards 
ſuch grof offenders, oftengives incouragement tO the like Attempts,

Of what happened to ſome other Perſons, who together with me were 
enlarged at the ACt of Faith, 


Sigh: Young Gentlemen married about Bacaim, who ſerved the King 
of Portugal in his Navy, took care of a young Portugueze Souldier, 
who waited on them. Theſe Meſſieurs being at Goa at the end of the 
Campagin, and deſiring to go an paſs at, their, Houſes the Rainy ſea- 
fon, which is called Wmter in the Indies, left this young Souldier at Goa, 
where he pretended to have ſome buſineſs, and therefore would follow 
them ſome days after. This young Man immediately after the de- 
parture of theſe Gentlemen married in Goa, from whence he departed 
two days after his Marriage, and arrived at Bacaim four days after his 
Maſters, to whom he gave no account of what he had done in their ab- 
ſence. A little while after a Match being offered to him, which ſeemed 
advantageous to him, he reſolved to make uſe of the occaſion in mar- 
rying himſelfa ſecond time. To this end his Maſters were deſired to 
certific to the Curate that he was a ſingle Perſon, which they did, not 
knowing that he was already married; Not long after this ſecond mar- 
Triage he had a defire to ſee his firſt Wife at Goa ; whither the Brother 
of the ſecond Wife being reſolved to follow him, he found out his firſt 
Marriage, and accuſed him to the Inquiſition, who cauſed him to be 
apprehended, and knowing, who they were that had certified him to be 
a ſingle man, ſent order to the Commillary- of Bacaim to ſeize them, So 
theſe two Gentlemen, more unhappy than guilty, were ſent to Goa with 
Irons on their Feet, and ſhut up in the Priſon of the Holy Office. Ha- 
ving remained there 18 Months, they were at laſt produced in the A&# 
of Faith, and were condemned to a triennial Baniſhment into the Coaſts 
of Africk., and he who had been married twice, was baniſhed into the 
fame quarter for ſeven years, after which he was to return to and live 
with his firſt Wife. EP 

One of theſe Gentleman was of the race of New Chriſtians ; and as 
os nbegpy perſons are always ſuſpected to be bad Chriſtiatrs, the 

Juitors examuned him at the Audience, to know if he were not 4

w; and if he had not had ſome knowledge of the Law. of Moſes 2 
Abe Man ſtupihed with theſe queſtions, and fearing that the un- 
happineſs of his Birth would draw upon him, in this occaſion, ſome mil. 
fartune ; and beſides not very well inſtructed in the Chriſtian Religion, 
imagining himſelf to ſay one of the fineſt things in the World, and moſt 
proper to juſtific himielf, blaſphemed againſt Moſes, and faid that he had 
nothing to do with him, and that he knew him not; which his Judges 
laughed at very pleaſantly. | 
Among thoſe who were enlarged at the 4 of Fair: 1 obſerved one 
who had a Gag in his Mouth, faitned to his Ears with Packthread. 1 
fearned from the reading of his Proceſs, that this puniſhment was in- 
flicted on him for having uſed diverſe Blaſphemics in play. This Bla 
phemer, beſides the ſhame of appearing in this Equipage, was more- 
over condemned to a baniſhment of five years. 
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CHAP. XXMIV. 


My departure from Goa, my arrival firſt at Braſil, and then at 
Lisbon. | 


[ Was led with Irons on my Feet into a Ship, which was then in the 
Road, ready to ſet. ſail for Portugal. "They put me into the hands 
of the Maſter of the Ship, who was charged to deliver me to the Inqui- 
ſition of Lishow. And the Captain having received his laſt diſpatches, 
we weighed Anchor the 27th of January 1676. and the ſame day my 
Irons was taken off, Our Voyage was proſperous as far as Braſil,where 
we arrived in May. As ſoon as they had caſt Anchor in the Bay of A 
Saints, the Maſter under whoſe Guard I was, cauſed me to land with 
him, and brought me to the Palace of the Governour, and from thence 
to the common Priſon, where he delivered me into the hands of the Jaylor. 
[ was detained in this Priſon all the while the Ship ſtayed in the Ha- 
Yen; but by the favour of ſome Friends, whom 1 gained in this Coun- 
ry, Lobtained, during my ſtay, the liberty of going out of Priſon in the 
Gy time, and being ſhut up only in the night. The Priſon of this Town 
Is the moſt proper of all thoſe which 1 had hitherto ſeen, except thoſe of 
the Halj Office, Refide the low Rooms, which are tolerably clean and 
tlome, there are above Stairs diverſe Rooms for Perſons Icls guilty, 
More rich, or better recommended. There is allo a Chappet wherein 
is celebrated upon Sundays and Holidays. And there are this

Foot, to which, was chained a Poriwgueze, who had eſcaped the Fire, by 
confelluug the evening before he was to be burnt by order of the Holy

In this Gallere all Criminals are chained two and two together by one 
Foot, only with a Chain about a foot long. The Priſoners have at their 
waſte a hook of Iron, whereunto hang their Chain, and there remains 
yet about 3 foot of Chain between them, Theſe couples are ſent every 
<Gay to labourat the Work-houſe where they build the Ships; they carry

fr Ballaſt, carry Water and Victuals aboard for the Voyages, ſerve to 
make Ropes, and all other uſes, wherein they can be imployed for the 
ſervice of the Prince, or of the Officers who command them, how vile 
and rude ſoever they be. ; 


There are foundiamang theſe Gally-ſlaves perſons condemned by the - 


Inquiſition, others/by the Lay Judges, fugitive and Incorrigible. ſlaves 
whom their Maſters'put into this place to chaſtize them, and reduce 
theminto order, Turks who have been taken Priſoners in the Pirate Ships 
of Barbary. All theſe perſons, of whatſoever quality they be, are in- 
differently employed in vile and painful Labours ; unleſs they have mo- 
ney to give to the Officers who condutt them, and who exerciſe an un- 
heard of cruelty upon thoſe who cannot mollite thcm ſomewhat from 
time to time. 


This Land Gally is built upon the bank of the River, it hath two - 


great Halls, the one above, the other below, both are filled, and the 
coupled Prifoners laid upon Couches with Matts ; all their Heads and 
Beards are ſhaved once a month, they wear a Coat made cloſe to their 
bodies, and Caps of blue Cloath. 'I hey alfo allow to them an Hood of 
courſe grey Serge, which ſerveth them as well for a Mantle in the dav, 
as for a Coverlet in the night ; and theſe are all the Garments which 
are given to them frem ſix to ſix months, together with ſhifts of courſe 
Cloath, 
; They give to-every one a pound and an half of very hard and black 
Biſcate to cat every day, ſix pounds of falt fleſh every month, with a 
diſh full of Peaſe, Lentils, or Beans ; this allowance they may order as. 
they pleaſe. Thoſe who receive any ſupply from otherwhere, ſell this 
fare to buy ſomewhat better, according to their ability. No Wine is 
allowed to them, . and thoſe who drink it, buy it at their own coſt ; every 
day betimes in the morning, except on ſome yery few Feſtivals, they. 
we led to the Workhouſe, which is a good half League from the Galley, 
where they labour without any intermiſſion, on whatſoever they are em- 
ployed till Eleven of Clock ; they then ceaſe working till One a Clock, 
and during this interval they may either cat or reſt themſelves; at One: 
a Clock they return to their labour, continuing it till night, when they. 
we ſent back to the Gally. OD | 
There is in this Priſon a Chappel, wherein Maſs is faid on Sundays and. 
Feſtivals. There are at Liſbon charitable Clergymen, who come often 


tomake Catechiſms and Exhortations to the Galley-Slaves, Beſide the | 


Victuals which the Prince giveth them, they receive very often Alms,. 
nſomuch as no want is there ſuifered ; when there are = ſick perſons: 


Phyſicians and, Chirurgeons come to yilit them, and if the lea

; _—_ hg Carpenters, unload the Ships, pick out ſtones: and ſand 
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__ grow dangerous, all the Sacraments are adminiſtred to them, Thop - 
who commit any fault are whipped in a moſt cruel manner, They 
firetch them out at length with their Bellies upon the ground; and while 
two men hold them, a third ſtriketh violently wittt a great knotted rope 
upon their Buttocks, which oftimes teareth of the sk1mn, and large picces 
of fleſh with it: I haveſeen more than once, how: #hat after ſuch whip. 
ping they have been forced to make deep inciſions, {Which degenerating 
into Ulcers, render theſe unhappy wretches incapable of working for a 
long time. 7 | 

| When one of the coupled Slaves hath buſineſs in the Town, they per. 
mit him to go thither, -even without his Companion, if he deſireth it, 
paying a Guard, who may follow him every where. In that caſe he is 
forced to carry his Chain alone, and as it is very long he layeth it over 
his Shoulder, letting it hang down before or behind, as himtelfſhall find 
moſt convenient,

T preſented diverſe Petitions to the Inquiſition to obtain my Liberty, 
which is at laſt granted to me. 


> T H E' day after my arrival into the Galley, 1 was ſhaved, cloathed, 

and employed in labour as the other ſlaves; but how laborious 
foever this manner of life was to me, the liberty of ſeeing and ſpeaking 
to the whole world, rendred it much leſs troubleſome to me than the 
horrible Solitudes of the Inquiſition: According to the terms of my 
Sentence, I was to paſs x years in this rude ſlavery, and there was no 
great appearance that ayy favour would be ſhewed to a man who had 
ſpoken againſt theintegrity and Infallibility of the Holy Office. Neverthe- 
leſs the defire which all unhappy perſons naturally have to ſee their mi- 
ſery ended, made me think of ſome means to recover my Liberty much 
ſooner than I was otherwiſe probably to expect it ; I firſt enquired whe- 
ther there were any French at Lishon, who might ſerve me in the delign 
which Ihad. And having learned that, Mr.—firſt Phyſician to the Queen 
of Portugal, was not only favoured by that Princeſs, but alſo by all the 
Grandees of the Court, I addreffed my ſelf to him, and begged of him 
that he would grant me his Protection; this he did in the moſt obliging 
manner 1n the World, offering not only his intereſt in all things which 
lay in his power, but alſo his Purſe and his Table, where he did me the 
honour to give me a place, enchainet as ] was, whenfoever liberty of

He had alſh the goodneſs to 
viſit mein Priſon, and adminiſter comicft to me, whenſoever his atfairs 
permitted him. Lg 

] writ in the next place into France, to my kindred, to give them an 
account of the deplorable condition whereinto [ had been for a long time 
reduced, that they might ſollicit, either by them*lves, or by others, 


thoſe perſons whom they might imagine to have any intereſt with the 


een of Portugal, who I hoped would interpoſe in my behalf. i muſt 


not here omit, that the Liberty which was afterwards granted to me 
was no other than the -effect of the powerful Proteftion of Mr, — %. 
effect Mr.— who was naturally generous and beneficent, knowing that 
hehad the goodneſs to infereſs him(elf in obtaining my Liberty, redou- 
bled his diligence, to cauſe it to be obtained the ſooner, I preſented, by 
his advice, an ample Petition to the [nquiſitors, wherein I briefly decla- 
red the cauſes of my Impriſonment, and requeſted them to moderate the 
exceſſive ſeverity which I pretended to have been exerciſed againſt me 
in the Indres. 

No anſwer was returned to this Petition, no more than to three or 
four others, which followed it in leſs than two months; and the reaſon 
ofthis ſilence was, That the Office of the Inquiſitor General was then 
vacant, and Monſieur Don Veriſſimo de Lencaſtea, Archbiſhop of Braga, at- 
terwards Archbiſhop of Lzbon, and at preſent Cardinal, having been but 
lately promoted, had not yet taken poſſeſſion, 

"This Prelate, for whoſe coming 1 made continual Vows, as knowing 
that he alone could determine my butineſs, arrived at lait at Lishon, to- 
wards the Holy Week : But ſince in that time the Tribunals are not 
"Pen, I was yet forced to have paticnce till after Quaſmodo Sunday. As 
00n as the Inquiſitor General had entred upon the Funttions of his Office, 
| preſented a new Petition to him, which was cgfried to the Supreme 
Council ; but all which it produced, was, that Dn Yeriſimo ſaid, That 
he cpuld not believe that what I related was true, there being no appear- 
ace that they would have condemned a man to (erve 5 years in the 

ies for matters of fo little conſequence. 

This anſwer, of which an account wag given to me, produced fo 
much the more joy in me, becauſe every one allured me, that the Prelate 
with whom [had to do, was equally noble, learned and generous; all

nothing falſe to him, and withal, perceiving the injuſtice and ignorance 


| of my Judges, whohad condemned me upon pretence of my ill intention, 


he ordered that I ſhould be reſtored to perfect tiberty, writing with his 
own hand theſe words, at the bottom of my laſt Petition, Seja /olto coms 


pede, e ſe vapor @ France, that is, Let him be ſet at Liberty as he defireth, 


and let him return to France.

My departure from Lisbon, and arrival jn Fence. 


FLY Requeſt being thus anſwered by the Inquiſitor General, in the 

fpreme Council, which is allembled from eight to eight, or from 

fifteen to fifteen days, was remitted to the Table of the Holy Office, 

where audience is held twice every day ; theſe Meſſieurs immediately 

ſent a Familiar to advertize me, that liberty was granted to me, that [ 

ſhould ſeck for a Veſlel to go into France, and give notice of it to the 
Inquiſition, who would not fail to imbark me therein. 

I received this NewSthe firſt of Fune, with a joy which perſons who 
have not ſuffered Captivity will ſcarcebe able toconceive; but afterwards 
refleting upon the difficulty of finding a Veſſel, and bargaining for my 
Paſſage, while I had not the liberty of acting, I repreſented to the Inqui- 
ſitors by. a Memoire which I cauſed to be preſented to them,that it would 
be impoſſible for me to .receive any benefit from the favour they had 
ſhewed to.me, while 1 remained Chained, there being no poflibility in ſo 
great a Town as Zisbon, to know what Ships come in, or go out of the 
Haven, unleſs a Man waits there himſelf, or hath ſome friend *who'may

mediately embarquing my ſelf ; and {© malls wiſer for my Memoire, 
That they would grant me my deſire, on condition, I would give cauti- 
on, and procure Sureties, that I would ſtay no longer at Lisbon than was 
neceſſary. to obtain an opportunity of being: gone, This anſwer. was 
ſignified to me the 28th of Zune; 1 went immediately to give an account 
to Mr. and intreated him to finiſh that matico which he had 6 
kindly begun. Some urgent aftairs hindred him from going the ſame 
day to the Inquiſition, but going thither the 3oth of :1:: (ame month in the 
morning, and giving caution for me, that-in dcfzult oCmy being gone 
at the firſt - opportunity, he would pay four hundred Crowns ; they 
ſent in. the, Afternoon of the ſame day, being the. laſt of Fune 1677, a 
Familiar to*the Galley, who canſed my Irons to be taken off;and carried 


me to the Holy Office; where being called in the preſince of the Inqui-. 


ſitors, they asked whether. I knew the Queens Phyſician, 'They told me 
he had given caution for, me, that themielves extended their favour to 
me, and that from;that moment I might go whether I pleaſed. Then 
commanding. me to withdraw, I anſwered only with a profound reve- 
rence, and. was immediately freed from the 'Tyrannical Power of the 
Holy Office,” under the rigour of which I had groaned almoſt four years, 
continuing from, the day of my Impriſonment, Auguſ# the 24th 1673. to 
the laſt of Fune 1677. ' . $5244 

As ſoon as I had ſet foot out of this terrible Houſe, :T--went into the 
next Church, to render thanks to God and. the Holy Virgin, for the li- 
berty I had juſt now obtained. I went in the next place to Mr. | 
who wept for joy, embracing me. I then took a turn to the Galley, 
to. give my. laſt  adieu to thoſe poor afflicted Perfons, who had been the 


Companions' of ,my Misfortune, and to take away that little Luggage 


which remained to me. I enquired with all poſlible diligence, when . - | 


any Ship would part for France, having -much greater deſire to be gone, 
that ſo I might get out of the Juriſdiction of. the Inquiſitors,. than they 


could have for my departure. I found one in a ſhort time, upon whict: . 


I embarqued my ſelf; and after having paſled through ſome light Fatiques, 
I had the happineſs to arriveiin my Country in pertect Health, 
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CHAP. XXXVIIL.- 


The" Hiſtory of a Gentleman, which will ſerve to ſhew the Spirit of 
the Holy Office. 


Will finiſh this Diſcourſe of the Inquiſition with the Relation of what 
I 1know to have happened to two Perſons, whom | ſaw i the Galley 
at Lishon, who were there before me, and remained there when I came 
out, and with whom 1 had particular Diſcourtes, uporr the account of 
my own, and their Caſes. 

The firſt of theſe unforturfte Gentlemen bore the Office of Major of 
a Regiment, when he was apprehended, he was ,of the race of new 
Chriſtians, and was accuſed to have Judaized, by perſons who in all pro- 
bability had no other means to ſave their lives than by confeſſing them- 
ſelves guilty of the ſame Crime, and naming many Innocents, indeavour. 
ing to tind out the Witneſſes whom they were obliged to gueſs at by the 
Inquiſition ; this poor Officer thus accuſed, was ſeized, and ſhut up in 
the Priſons of the Holy Office, he was examined diverſe times to learn 
from his own mouth the cauſe of his impriſonment, but he not being able 
to tell it, ſince he knew it not himſelf, after he had been kept more than 
two years, they let him know that he was legally accuſed and con- 
victed of being an Apoitate Few, which he always ſfoutly denied, pro- 
teſting that he had never ceaſed to be a Chriſtian, and ſubmitted tonone 
of all thoſe accuſations wherewith he was charged ; nothing was omit- 
ted to oblige him to confeſs, not only Life, but alſo the reſtitution of his 
Goods were promiſed to him ; he was afterwards terrified with threat- 
ning of a cruel Death, but none of all theſe things could ſhake his con- 
ſtancy. - And he boldly declared to his Judges, that he would chooſe ra- 
ther to dye innocent, than to preſerve his lie by an att of Cowardice, 
which would for ever overwhelm him with Infamy, The Duke of 
De Aveira, who was then Inquiſitor. General, and paſſionately deſired ' 
to fave the life of this Priſoner, vehemently exhorted him to make uſe of 
thoſe means which were offered to him, of preſerving himſelf from execu- 
tion. ' And becauſe the accuſed perſon had teftified a conſtant reſolution 
of never yielding to render himfelf infamous, by a baſe confeſſion of thoſe 
Crimes which he had never committed, the Inquiſitor General offended 
with his ſeeming obſtinacy, was tranſported ſo far, as to ſay to him 
Cuides que aves de ganbar? That is, What do you then pretend to ? Do 
you think that we have belied you ? - And ſo withdrew, leaving to the 
Priſoner to think at leiſure what hehad to do. The words of this Judge 
anclude a very ſtrange ſenſe, - and may juſtly give occaſion to reflections, 
| | which 
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Major heard the Sentence of

if he ſhould ſay, We will rather cauſe you to be burat as guilty, than letthe World be. 
lieve that we have Impriſoned you innocent. | 
At laſt, the A&t of Faith —_ after more than three years Impriſonment, our 

| th pronounced againſt him ; and a Conteſſor was given 

to himto diſpoſe him for it. This Gentleman, who had hitherto appear'd ſo reſolute, 


was terrified by the approaches and preperation of his execution : inſomuch as hearire the 


Evening before the ceremony, acknowledged a]l which was defir'd of him againſt him- 
ſelf, however falſe ; he appeared at the proceſſion veſted with one of thoſe Samarras co- 
yered with fire, whole flames tend downward, which is called in Portugueze fag? revolts ; 
to ſhew that by his —_— however late, he had avoided death, after he had been 
juſtly Condemned to it. ; an bY ſentance of the Inquifition beſide the confiſcation of his 
he was condemned to th&E Galleys for five years. 

He had then ſerved there more than two years when I arrived at Lisbon; and it was in 

that place, and from his own mouth, that I learned what I have now related.

| A Gentleman, one of the greateſt Quality in Portugal, who was a New Chriſtian, and . 


very Rich, named Lewis Pecoadeſſa, having intermeddled in diverſe Criminal 
Cauſes, but in theLaick Judicature, had thereby contracted the hatred of many perſons. 
Theſe finding no better means to Revenge themſelves of him, accuſed him to the Holy 
Office, —_— Profeſſion of Judaiſm, together with his Family; fo that in the 
ſame day, his Wite, his two Children, his Daughter, and ſome others of his who dwell 
mers way in his Houſe, were Arreſted, and ſhut up in the Priſon of the Inquiſition of 
Conimora. | 
Lewis Pecoa was firſt examined, to draw from him a particular account of his CJoods, 
of which the Immovea ble alone yielded thirty thouſand Livers Rent ; and all this, as well 
as the Moveables, was buried in the Treaſures of the Holy Office. They urged him in 
the next place, ro declare the cauſe of his Impriſonment, which he could not do, know- 
ing nothing of it. All ways were attempted which the Inquiſition is wont to make uſe 
of, to oblige accuſed perſons to confeſs their Crimes ; bur all this ſhook not the Conſtancy 
of Lewis Pecoas. Atlaſt, almoſt three years being elapſed, the Promotor fignitied to him 
the Crimes whereof he was accuſed, and the Sentence of Death which would be paſt up- 
on him, if he reſolved not to confeſs. He endeavoured to juſtifie himſelf, proteſted all 


the Fats whereof he was accuſed were ſo many falſities, defired he might know his Wit- 


neſſes who had depoſed againſt him, whom he undertook eaſily to convince of Perjury ; 


and offered many Arguments to his Judges, whereby they might have clearly perceived 


his Innocence, if they would have made uſe of them. But thE Inquiſftors without having 
any reſpect to 'what he alledged in his own defence, ſeeing him to perſiſt in denying the 
Aceuſation, condemned him to the Fire, and acquainted him wh his formal Sentence 
15 days before the Execution. I 

The Duke of Cadaval, who loved Lewis Pecoa, to whom he had been Godfather, and 
who was an intimate friend ofthe Duke 1 Aveira, informed himſelf from time to tzme 


of all particulars concerning the condition of the Priſoners Caſe; and knowing from the - 


Inquiftor General, that the Priſoner Confeſling nothing, and being otherwiſe ufficiently 
Convicted, according to the Maxims of the Holy Offce, could not clcape the Fire, if hr 
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accuſed nor himſelf before his being carr ied 


/ bi FREIE 
forth to Execution, was infinitly concerned 
for him. Hedefired leave to ſpeak or write to this unfortunate Gentleman, to perſwade 
him to fave his life.at any price whatſoever ; but this was not poſſible. Ar laſt he be- 
thought himſelf of an Invention, which 1s ſo fingular, that it never happened to any other 
in Portugal; which was to gain a promiſe from the Inquifitor General, that if he could 
perſwade Lewis Pecos to confeſs even after his bzing carried forth ro Execution at the 47 
of Faith, he ſhould nor be putto Death ; although this was diretlyTontrary to the Laws 
of the Holy Office ; this being promiſed co him, and he knowing the day wherein the Ad of 
Faith was to bz Celebrated at Coimbra, he ſent from. Lichbon ſome of his own friends, and 
others of 1-wis Pecoz, who poſt themſelves at the Door of the: Inquiſition, when the 
Proceffion bzzan, that they might appruach to their unhappy Friend as ſoon as they ſhould 
ſce kim appear. ; | 

As he was condemned, ſo the pile of Wood was made ready for him. He borea C:- 
rocha and a Samarra covered with flames and Devils, his Pi&ture was drawn to the Lite 
before and behind, placed upon burning fire-brands. His Sentence was written at the 
bottom, and his Confeſſor walk'd by his fide ; his friends had no ſooner ſpied him, buc 
breaking out into tears, they caſt themſelves upon his Neck, and begged of hirg in the 
name of the Duke of Cadzv4llz, and by all that was moſt dear to him, to think of ſaving 
his life. Theyacquainted him with the aſſurance which they had received; that he ſhould 
nor be Executed it he would confeſs ; and remonſtrated to him, that the loſs of his 
Eſtate ought not to create any difficulty in him, ſinee the Duke, who had ſent them to 
ty, had charged them to afſure him in his Name, that he would beſtow upon him more 
than was taken from him. All theſe Reaſons, together with the tears and ſollicitaticng 
of his generous friends, could not move Lewis Pecoz ; whq continued to proteſt with a 
loud voice, that he had always been a Chriſtian, that he would dye ſuch; and that all 
whereot he had been accuſed, were ſo many falfities invented by his enemies to take Re- 
Venge upon him,. and made uſe of the Holy Office to reap the ſpoil of his Eſtate. 

The ProceGon <> >, atthe appointed place, the Sermon was preached ; the 
Proceſs of thoſe whoſe lives were ſaved was Read, and the evening being come, they be- 

n to read the Procefles of thoſe who were to be burned : The Deputies of the Duke 
== redouble their entreaties, and at laſt made their friend conſent to demand: audience. 
He roſe up, and ſaid, Ler us go then and acknowledge theſe falſfities, to ſatisfre the defire 
of our friends. Audience was granted to him, and he was led back into Priſon. But 
the AF of Faith being finiſhed when they called him to the Table to confeſs, he had much 
more difheulty to reſolve himſelf ; and was diverſe times upon the point of ſuffering his 


' Sentence to bs confirmed, without any hope of merey 2 Yet at laſt he confeſſed what they 


would, and ſigned his Confeſſion. 


T wo years more being elapſed from the time of his being carried forth -to execution, 
he was ſent to Evera; where he appeared in the A of Faith, wearing a Samarra with the 
fire inverted : And after he had ſtay'd five years in the Priſon of the Holy Office, he was 
Farther condemned to the Galleys for five years, and was ſcat thirher the morrow after : 
And there it was that I knew. him, and learned from him the particulars of that which FE 
have here related. | : 
This unfortunate Gentleman, whoa to be a very honeſt and tolerable-good 
Chriſtian, learnt after his enlargement, that his Wite and Daughter died. in Priſon, 2 
kittle while after they had been ſhut up; and that his two Sans, leſs conſtant than himſelf, 
having accuſed rhemlclves in time, had been enlarged fome time before, and condemned - 


- to Baniſhment for ten years into the Algarves. As for himſelf, he. expected only the-
